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Going to the Foothills—Statistics and Im­ 
migration—Antidotes for 
Scale Bugs. 


W e hear of a number of families, who have 
been repeatedly flooded out on the Sacra­ 
mento and other river bottoms, who contem­ 
plate the securing of locations for homes in 
the foothills. 
This is a good determination. 
One thing they will then be aure of—th at the 
flood will not submerge them and carry away 
all their property, and cover up their soil 
with sand and sliekens every few years. 
They will not have quite as rich land to cul­ 
tivate, 
but 
they will be 
able to get 
on 
to 
their 
land 
the 
year 
round 
without 
boats, 
and 
they 
will 
not 
be to the expense of keeping both boats 
and wagons to go to m arket in—one for use 
in the w inter and the other in the summer— 
as all the farm ers on the Sacramento have 
been obliged to do for years back. 
They 
may not be able to raise quite as many pota­ 
toes, or as much corn and pumpkins or other 
products, to the acre, as thev have been doing 
on the Saciamento, but they will be able to 
plant in the spring and not wait till the 
water goes down in the middle of sum­ 
mer before 
they 
can 
plow or 
culti­ 
vate 
their 
soil, 
as 
the river farmers 
have had to do. 
The foothills aie peculiarily 
adapted to the production of a variety of 
crops. 
An industrious family can go onto a 
foothill farm and raise all they will need to 
eat and drink, and, we may add, nearly all 
they will need to wear. 
All the early spring 
vegetables, such as lettuce, radishes, peas, 
beans, beets, carrots, parsnips, etc.. come for­ 
ward very quickly in the foothills, and can in 
fact be planted in the fall and kept growing 
all winter, and be ready for use in the early 
spring. 
In most localities in the foothills 
green com, early rose potatoes, and vegeta­ 
bles of tire above description, can be ready 
for the farmer’s table before tire seed can be 
planted on much of the best land on the Sac­ 
ramento river, on account ot the water. Mesa 
crops, too, can be produced late in the sea­ 
son, with a little care to irrigate them. 
The 
foothills are also adapted to the vino and 
fruit, and nut-bearing trees of all kinds, as 
well as to every variety of small fruits, as the 
blackberries, raspberries and straw berries; 
so that the farmer can raise not only 
for family use all these necessaries and 
luxuries, 
but 
he can sell either fresh 
or dry fruits to sell or put them up in cans 
for sale. 
A few cows and hops and sheep can 
also be kept to supply milk and butter and 
pork and lard and mutton and veal. 
This 
stock can be kept during the summer months 
on the refuse and coarse products of the 
farm and on the hay and straw during the 
winter. 
During the winter also there can be 
good, fresh, growing feed for them nearly all 
the time by sowing each fall a few acres in 
r e. 
This grain in the foothills makes an ex­ 
cellent growth in the late fall and winter, 
and may be pastured to a late date in the 
spring, and then will make a good crop of 
hay. 
B at perhaps the chief advantage of 
the foothills over the low river bottoms is 
their desirableness for a home. 
A home 
once made and beautified, as it may be on the 
foothills, becomes a permanent resting place 
for the family. 
Around such a place the 
affections attach and fasten as they can never 
do on the banks of any river liable to over­ 
flow every season and wash everything before 
its angry Hoods. 
No more delightful place 
can 
be 
fonnd 
in 
the 
world 
than 
on the western 
slope 
of 
the 
Sierra 
Nevada mountains for the building up 
of 
a 
happy, 
prosperous 
and 
virtuous 
rural community. 
The wonder is th at this 
section has been allowed to remain unsettled 
and uncultivated so long. 
M any people 
imagine as they travel over this section and 
see only here and there a house, and perhaps a 
small orchard, th a t all the desirable locations 
have been taken up. 
This is a great mistake. 
Most of the settlements heretofore have been 
made in small valleys or fl-its between rolling 
hills and at the feet of ravines, with the 
ile a th at the soil in these valleys and flats is 
superior to that on the hillsides. 
This is also 
a mistake. 
As a rule the hillsides contain 
the best soil for all purpo-es. 
This fact has 
been 
demonstrated 
about Newcastle, in 
Placer county, and at every other locality 
where the capacity and value of the 60:1 
have been put to test. 
Six or eight years ago 
the lands about Newcastle were not regarded 
as any more valuable than lauds in anv other 
locality at an equal altitude on the foothills 
of th at county. 
They have since been taken 
up and occupied by orchards, vineyards and 
small fruit gardens, atil to-day the iand3 for 
miles about this thriving little town are 
worth from §75 to §150 per acre, and actual 
experience has demonstrated that the flat 
lands, a t tirst most sought for, are the least 
valuable. 


Statistics and Im m igration. 
The State Board of Agriculture, in its late 
report subm itted to the Governor, discusses 
pretty fully the subject of collecting statistics 
of the lauds, 
crops, 
etc., 
of the State. 
I t 
shows 
that 
the 
statistics, as now 
collected and returned to the Surveyor- 
General by the Assessors, are not only good 
for nothing on account of their partial and 
unreliable character, but th at the publication 
of them has been an actual damage to the 
State. 
The Assessors have only collected, or 
pretended 
to 
collect, statistics 
of 
past 
years and crops. 
They 
have 
returned 
for 
instance, 
in 
1880, 
the 
acreage 
of the several kinds of crops in 1879 and.the 
product of 1879. 
They have also returned 
for the same year the number of bearing 
trees and vines for 1879, so th at all the 
statistics gathered by them were of a past 
year, and of no practical value, even if they 
had been trustw orthy and full. 
The fact 
that the Assessors set a value on laud and 
other property—as trees, etc.—may have 
operated to induce people to withhold infor­ 
mation from them, but as the Constitution 
now exempts growing crops from taxation, 
there is now no reasou why this 
in­ 
formation should be withheld if there, 
was before. 
The greatest value of statistics 
of the product 1 ms of a country to the coun­ 
try itself consists in the use th at can be made 
of them in advance both by producers and 
by commercial dealers. 
If, for instance, we 
had a system by which the production of 
wheat of this State could he calculated early 
in the season, it would be of great benefit to 
the farmers who raise wheat, from the fact 
th at the information going abroad would regu­ 
late the number of vessels seat to this coast 
for th at wheat. 
So with reference to our 
canned fruits, so with our wines, wool and 
other products. 
The State Board of Agri­ 
culture propose th at the Assessors be required 
to return to the Secretary of the Board at as 
early a date each year as possible the number 
of acres in wheat-, in barley, oats and all 
cereal crops, the number of vines in bearir g, 
the number of trees of each kind of fruit, 
etc. 
All 
this 
informad in 
to 
answer 
as 
a 
basis 
for 
future 
Californians. 
Then, 
as 
the seasons 
advance, 
they 
propose th at the Secie arv call in once 
a month at least, and during April, May, 
and June, the critical period for each crop, 
perhaps twice a month, the condition of each 
crop and each variety cf fruit. 
This con­ 
dition not to come from Assessors, but from 
intelligent practical men from various sec­ 
tions of the State or from each c unty. 
Upon the return of these conditions, having 
the number i f acres, it would be possible all 
the time to keep the people informed very 
correctly as to the probable product. 
This 
information would act as a guide to the 
farmer iu making his calculations upon prices 
to traders as to the amount of crops to be 
handled, and to the freighters it would give 
them information so th at they could prepare 
the proper nuaib- r of ves-els, etc., and thus 
the whole business of the country would 
move on harmoniously and advantageously to 
all. 
F or immigration purposes, or as an in­ 
ducement to a valuable class of immigrants, 
the report proposes th at there be created, or 
th at the State Board of Agriculture be em- 
p iwered to act as a bureau of immigration, 
and required to collect, not only general facts 
and statistics relating to the natural resources 
and advantages of the State, such as the temper- 
ture of the climate, the richness and peculi­ 
arity of the soils, the annual rainfall, the 
w ater courses and navigation, the distribu- 
t on and facilities for ob a'ning and growing 
timber, etc., but tfie artificial improvements 
and advantages, such as public road-, post­ 
offices, schools, churches, market.s, railroads, 
etc., showing the general advancement of an 
enlightened civilization. 
Then the peculiar 
characteristics of each section of the State, 
the necessity for irrigation or- the 
non­ 
necessity, the adaptability to diffe-er.t kinds 
of 
crops 
and 
all 
such 
information 


as practical men would want to know before 
determining to come to the country. 
Such 
information to be published at stated times 
in convenient form for general circulation in 
those countries from which it might be desira­ 
ble to have au immigration. There is no doubt 
that a plan of work thus outlined would 
prove of great value to the State. 
The work 
could be accomplished by the Secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture at a small 
co3t compared to the great benefits to arise 
from its execution._______ 


Antidotes for Scale Bugs. 
A t the last meeting of the San Jose H orti­ 
cultural S cietv, a committee that had been 
previously appointed for the purpose of inves­ 
tigating and reporting on remedies for the 
scale insects th at infest the orchards in that 
section, made tfieir report. 
They state that 
crude petroleum kills the insects without any 
apparent effect, either good or bad, to the 
tree. 
T hat potash lye will kill the in­ 
sects also; 
and the 
committee thinks 
th at the lye has a 
beneficial effect on 
the tree. 
They recommend the application 
of both substances in the winter, when trees 
have no leaves on them . 
I t was sh svn that 
the scale insect, which has been so destructive 
to the apple trees in Santa Clara valley, will 
live and thrive on cherry trees as well as on 
apple trees, and, of course, will prove as in­ 
jurious to the cherry as to the apple. 
A 
member of the Society was of the opinion that 
petroleum not only 
destroyed the scale, 
but was of decided advantage to the tree ia 
giving it general vigor and good health. 
He 
stated that the oil killed the scale, and at. the 
same time loosens it so that the rain washed 
it from the tree, leaving the bark smooth and 
healthy. 
This discovery is of great practical 
value, as the San .Tose scale was being spread 
over the State quite rapidly by nursery stock 
and orchard trees sold from the San Jose nur­ 
series. 
I t is a pity the discovery had not 
been made before so much injury had been 
done to the orchards of Santa. Clara county. 
The above facts should furnish a hi: t to all 
whose shrubbery, such as rose bushes, is 
atfrcted with insects of any kind. 
The oil or 
the lye can be applied with 3 common garden 
pump nr large syringe, throwing the solution 
over all parts of the tree, stem and brauches.

How to Churn. 
H enry Stew art writes to the Rural New 
Yorker: “ The tem perature of the cream and 
the velocity of the churn are very im portant 
elements in the process of churning. 
There 
seems to be a certain amount of agitation 
needed to produce the Lutter a t a normal 
temperature, which I place at 60°, and this 
nquisite agitation is effected by making 
evolutions or strokes of the churn to for 
20 
to 
30 
miuutes. 
The 
effect 
upon 
cream of this amount, of agitation and aera­ 
tion seems to be precisely th at which is re­ 
quired to produce the best, quality of butter 
from cream that has undergone the necessary 
amount of ripeniug. 
This ripening process is 
effected by keeping the cream for IS hours, 
on the average ; th at is to say, if the cream 
has been 72 hours, or three days, in collect­ 
ing, or there have betn three skimming», its 
condition will be equivalent to that of cream 
of one ,-kiuiming which has been kept 18 
hours. The cream should have been gathered 
from milk th at has been set no longer than 
30 hours. 
If cream in a small dairy cannot 
be churned twice a we:k, being kept only 
three days, it should be kept at a lower temper­ 
ature, r.ot 
exceeding 45s, until 24 hours 
before churning, when it should be raised to 
a tem perature of ii0° tor a whole day and 
night before it is put in the churn. 
As 
this point is very im portant, it may be well 
to repeat the rule in this case, viz.: 
Cream 
should be skimmed after the milk has beeu 
set 30 hours ; it should be kept 48 hours be­ 
fore churning, at a tem perature of 05° to 60°; 
it ehould go into the churn at 60°; it should 
be churned at least tw enty minute.', and not 
more than thirty, the churn moving about 
sixty strokes or turns in the minute. 
This 
rule is subject to such changes oi ly qs will 
equalize the effect; for instance, if the tem ­ 
perature is li wer than 55° to 00“, the churn 
may be moved more slowly ; and if the cream 
is colder, the motion may be more rapid. 
When there is cream enough for a daily 
churning of six pounds only, it is better to 
churn 
daily, 
and for this reason, viz.: 
when the conditions are alw&VB the same 
the butter will always be 
of the same 
quality. 
There are two good qualifications 
for a dairym an—one is to 
be able to 
make good butter ; the ether is to make good 
butter always, and have no variation in the 
quality at any time or season. 
There is a 
French proverb to the eff-ct that when one ex­ 
cuses, he accuses him stlf. 
This is true of the 
dairy man or woman ; and if he or she ever 
needs to excuse the inferior quality of the 
butter, there has been some fault committed. 
W hen the butter appears in the churn in 
small grains or pellets the churning should 
stop. 
One can very soon learn to recognize 
the sound made by the churn when butter 
has come ; yet it is well to have some other 
guide, and this is easily secured by fitting a 
piece of plate 
glass in 
the 
cover 
of 
the churn. 
W hen the butter has come the 
glass will become very nearly clear, and the 
Bmall fragments cf butter may be seen upon 
it. 
Over-churning has the effect of injuring 
the texture <«f the butter and changing the 
waxy, almost crystaline appearance into a 
soft, grea-y one. 
W hen the butter is in the 
best condition after churning, it appears as a 
mass of small granules looselv adnering to­ 
gether, but which easily fall apart when 
floated in cold water. 
These granules are 
not larger than 
the 
capsules 
of 
beet 
seed, 
and 
many 
of 
them 
are 
not 
more 
than 
half 
or 
a 
quarter 
as 
large, 
and 
when 
cold 
water 
is 
poured into the churn to harden them they 
are kept separate and do not adhere in a 
mass. 
B utter of this form is better made in 
the rectangular or daahle‘S churns than in 
those w ith da“hers, because the granules are 
not crushed, pressed or rubbed when there is 
no dasher used. 
The great advantage of this 
form of butter is th at it can be completely 
freed from butterm ilk, and can be washed, 
salted and packed into pail- or tubs, or made 
into cakes, without any working. 
W hen the 
butterm ilk is drawn off, a small hand-strainer 
should be used to catch any of the small frag- j 
merits that m ay run off with the milk. 
A fter ' 
the milk is run off, cold water is put into the 
churn until the butter floats; the churn is 
slightly moved to bring the water into con­ 
tact with all the butter, and the water is 
drawn off. 
This is repeated until the water 
comes off perfectly c ia r , when the butter is 
ready fcr salting. 
This may be done in the 
rotary churn w ithout removing the butter, as 
the butter and salt may be thoroughly mixed 
by giving a few turns to the churn. 
W hen 
other churns are used the butter is lifted out 
with the ladle—it should never be touched by 
hand—into the bowl or butter-worker, and 
mixed with the salt in the usual m anner.”

C a r p C u l t u r e A g a in .— Levi Davis, the 
successful carp-grower of jForestville, So­ 
noma count}7, w rites under date of Febru­ 
ary 8th, as loilows : 
“ I now propose to 
d ro p y o u a few more lines on carp culture, 
as the question does not subside in interest 
in the least. 
I had 32 letters in January, 
and 10 in February up to the 7th, and five 
came to band to-day, one of which I will 
answ er through your columns, for which 
please send a copy to Mr. John Cogswell, 
Springfield, Lane county, Oregon. 
He 
says : 
‘ I understand you are in the fish 
business. 
I w rite you for inform ation 
on the carp, etc. 
1 w ant to know if 
they will ) r q og.ite in cold spring w ater, 
and w7h at would be the best tem perature 
for them to breed to th e best advantage in, 
and how prolific are they in favorable 
grounds, and w hat you feed them on, 
aud w hat is their w eight at different 
ages, 
also th eir habits in w inter? 
If 
they burrow in the m ud and lie dormant- 
all w inter or not ? 
If so, a t w hat tim e do 
they come out in the Bpring, ami a t w hat 
age do th ey begin to breed? 
W h at does 
it cost for a few to sta rt w ith—-enough to 
stock tw o ponds of one acre each ? ’ 
Now, 
I will have to om it m any things of interest 
th a t m ight be said to M r. Cogswell on 
these points, to bring th is w ithin the range 
of a new spaper article. 
M r. Hessell says 
one of the charm s of the carp is its ad ap t­ 
ability to all w aters. 
Spencer F. B aird 
says th a t the carp will do well w here the 
frog will. 
I find th at th ey will increase 
in a spring to some extent, bu t the w arm er 
th e tem perature the better, even up to SO 
or 90 , aud Professor Baird says th a t they 
will stand it a t over 100°. 
T he tem pera­ 
tu re of my brecdicg-pond in sum m er is 
from (10 to 70. 
Dr. Hessell says again, 
th a t a carp w eighing four or five pounds 
will contain from 400,000 to 500,000 eggs, 
and I saw an account of one th a t contained 
8,700,000 eggs. 
B ut m y experience is 
from 1,000’to 1,500 young fish to each fe­ 
male. 
They will eat alm ost anything in 
the vegetable line th a t a hog will, if the 
food is boiled soft, such as cabbage, pota­ 
toes, pum pkins, lettuce, fruits, chopped 
grain of any kiud, etc. 
In good, favorable 
ponds, where not too much crowded, they 
will grow from one to tw o pounds per year 
in w eight. 
1 have one th a t a t 7 years old 
is 32 inches long and 141. inches in circum ­ 
ference. 
I t is said by w riters on carp c u lt­ 
ure th a t in th e beginning of w inter they 
will w ork out hole3 in the m ud (which are 
called kettles) and huddle iu in num bers 
from 50 to 100, standing rather on end w ith 
th eir heads together and so pass the w in­ 
ter ; but they do not do so here, in this 
w arm clim ate. 
Still they eat very little 
in the w inter. 
Tney alw ays come out 
when th e rays of the sun have thoroughly 
w arm ed 
the 
w ater. 
They 
commence 
spaw ning (or breeding) when tw o years 
old, and commence in M ay or June. 
My 
own price list is as follows 
Eight good 
breeders for §12 ; 12 for §15; 24 for §28; 
50 for §50 : one year old aud past, 50 cents 
eacli for 24 fish and upw ards ; aud for 
young fish, §15 per 100, or §75 per 1.000. 
I t takes 1,1)60 to the acre to stock ponds. 
The b etter way is to get but a few and 
raise your own stock, where th ey are to be 
sent by express so far. 
Now I have beeu 
short. 
I cannot authoritatively state the 
prices of other carp culturists. 
I have 
raised my fish by attention to them , and 
have been glail to aid other fanciers in 
stocking ponds, where I can do so w ithout 
loss to myself. 
I have iu this letter beeu 
brief, but I hope com prehensive.” 


R e t r ie v in g S p a n ie l s —A good retriev­ 
ing spaniel, owing to his beauty and intel­ 
ligence, is a m ost companionable dog, and, 
as” his w ork ia not so hard as th at of a set­ 
ter or pointer, who has to range fast and 
far to find his game, he is Tit to w ork every 
day. 
W hen worked w ith setters he should 
keep a little in rear aud a little to one side 
of the gun, so as to be able to see w hat is 
going on and m ark w here the dead birds 
fall and the w ounded ones go down, in 
order th a t he may retrieve them w ithout 
delay when told to do so. 
This is the 
hardest p art of his work to learn, and 
nothing but plenty of experience will m ake 
him perfect a t it. 
I t is necessary th a t he 
should have a first-class nose and know 
how to use it in following up wounded 
game, otherw ise he is not w orth his keep. 
W hen ordered to h u n t out any rough 
ground or cover he should keep w ithin 
gun-shot, aud if p u t into a branch, or other 
strip of cover, keep opposite the gun. 
Fur 
vutled grouse, cock, suipe and rabbit shoot­ 
ing he should be as good or b etter th an a 
setter, and for duck-shooting (being sm all 
enough to take in a canoe) he is better than 
any other dog. 
Indirectly, his great value 
to a sportsm an who keeps a num ber of set­ 
ters aud pointers is th at, as he does all the 
retrieving, th ey can be trained to drop to 
shot, and thus kept out of the great tem pta­ 
tion to he unsteady th a t they would other­ 
wise be subject to. 
A llowing setters and 
pointers to retrieve is, as every experi­ 
enced sportsm an knows, the chief source of 
unsteadiness. 
I have consulted several 
sportsm en on this point, and th ey nearly 
all tell me th a t th ey find it unsatisfactory, 
but do not see how it can be helped. 
As 
a m atter of fact there are very few setters 
or pointers th at retrieve tenderly and well 
in every respect, aud are a t th e sam e tim e 
quite steady a t th eir other w ork. 
M any a 
tim e, w hen hunting w ith a friend and his 
“ dog of all w ork,” have I been annoyed 
by his rushing in to pick up my dead birds, 
and thereby flash one or more single birds 
th a t had been m arked doivn out of a nicely- 
scattered covey. 
W hile on th e subject of 
retrieving I w ant to point out th at it a set­ 
ting dog is intended to retrieve he ought 
not to be tau g h t to drop to 3hot, for 
if he does so how can he m ark the dead 
aud w ounded birds ? 
A t one tim e I owned 
a very clever aud experienced retriever (I 
m ean a dog bred and trained specially for 
th e purpose). 
H e never spoiled my sport 
by running iu, b u t I have som etim es seen 
him run to th e top of a knoll, or other 
high gronud, to w atch w here a wounded 
bird w as going to. 
W ith him I never 
troubled m yself to m ark any of th e dead 
or w ounded birds—he alw ays brought them 
prom ptly, and I really do not th in k th a t in 
a whole season he has lost three birds th a t 
it was possible for him to get. 
H ad he 
been tau g h t to “ drop to shot,” how con’d 
he have done such good work ? 
F.xcept for 
certain places, I do not advise th e use of 
the real retriever in this country, as I b e­ 
hove a good spaniel would answ er the pur­ 
pose better on th e whole, being smaller, 
and the retrieving in general not nearly so 
diffi u lt as it is in G reat B ritain. 
For a 
man th a t does not w ant to keep more than 
one dog, let him by all means teach him to 
retrieve, bu t no t allow him to run in a3 
soon as the gun is fired, nor drop to shot 
and hide his head in a tu ft of grass, b ut 
stand steady till told to “ go,” aud mark 
when the birds fall, so th a t his m aster will 
not have the trouble of showing him, bu t 
can give his whole attention to m arking 
where th e rest of the covey m ay light.— 
[Ibex, in Forest and Stream . 
W r e st l in g . — T here is a variety of 
w restling known as Graeco-Roman, proba­ 
bly because neither Greek nor Roman ever 
saw or heard of it. 
E xhibition hum bugs 
.at the game are interesting, because they 
display the finest types of physical m an­ 
hood in various and beautiful postures.

— Si . v o n d e m Borne, 
w riting fro m Berneuchen, Germ any, to the 


Forest and Stream, says : “ For several years 
I have used a large spring reservoir oí 
about 3 16 ha (hectare) to raise a brood of 
tro u t in. 
One sum m er the pond contained 
m any little stickle, backs, and in conse­ 
quence thereof the losses of tro u t were 
very noticeable in the course of th e sum ­ 
m er, reaching as high as eighty per cent., 
and therefore, in th e fall of 1879, I p ut iu 
all th e spring channels which supply the 
pond, after having let th e w ater flow oil, 
so m uch thinly-slacked line th a t all the 
stickle-baeks were killed. The success was 
surprising. 
In th e spring of th e present 
year I placed 1,500 California salmon in 
th e pond and a t th e fishing in the fall I 
caught 1,462 lively salmon ; more than 20 
(I am sorry I did not count them ) had per­ 
ished while fishing. 
The loss in the course 
of th e sum m er, therefore, ivas very insig­ 
nificant. In the fall, after fishing, 1 poured 
into the channels of all my ponds lime- 
m ilk (that is lime thinned w ith so much 
w ater th a t it resem bles milk) to kill stickle­ 
backs, beetles and other unwelcome guests. 
The lime is of no further effect when the 
pond is refilled, and it can at once be occu­ 
pied by fish.”

U trecht velvet is only suitable for coarse 
crewel or tapestry wool em broidery. 
I t is 
fit for curtain dados or wide borderings. 
V elvet cloth is a rich plain cloth, finished 
w ithout any gloss. 
I t is a good ground for 
em broidery, either for curtains or altar- 
cloth. 
Novices should not attem p t too much in 
the way of color. 
Harm onies m shades of 
one color are usually successful, especially 
in golden brow ns and reds. 
If all the 
colors are used together th ey harmonize 
eacli other, as we see in Indian and other 
polychrom e work. 
Two or three colors 
require great circum spection to get them 
right, for all com binations depend very 
much ou the shade and tone of each, and 
ail presuppose a skill in coloring th a t is ia 
part a gift, but iu part also the resuit and 
rew ard ot study aud experience. 
Ferns, well pressed and dried, and then 
painted thickly w ith liquid gold paint, are 
sometimes applied w ith good effect to the 
doors of a cabinet. 
One who has ju st 
tried the experim ent and succeeded says : 
“ A fter gum ming the backs, I arranged 
them on th e panels of the door, pressing 
them w ith an old soft cloth. 
W here the 
gold paint moved off', I painted it again 
when dry. 
L astly, 1 carefully laid on a 
wash of clear varnish, doing it as quickly 
as possible. 
This preserves the ferns and 
gilding, and improves their appearance.” 
A large picture by the late David Scott, 
11. S. A., containing some seven or eigiit 
life-sized figures, was recently sold in an 
auction-room in E dinburgh for the m ag­ 
nificent sum of £25 ! 
I t is alm ost neces­ 
sary to rem ind our readers th at this is the 
Eimie D avid Scott whom D. G. R ossetti has 
w ritten of as the very greatest genius of 
the century, and who has been justly called 
“ the Scottish G ainsborough.” A t one p a rt' 
of his career the pictures of tho late J. F. 
M illet did not fetch even the m odest sum 
of tw enty francs, and som ething of th e 
same kind of ill-luck and unpopularity has 
been associated w ith the pictures of D avid 
S cott from the beginning. 
I t may be very 
safely foretold th at, w ith advancing art- 
knowledge, S cott's pictures w ill some day 
be ten tim es th eir present value.—[A rt 
A m ateur. 
A n im portant decision, affecting all pos­ 
sessors of pictures, has been arrived at 
by Vice-Chancellor M alins. 
I t appears 
th a t the late Lord Londesborough, who 
died iu 1860, bequeathed to his wife abso­ 
lutely all bis “ objects of vcrtu ami taste ,” 
w ith a life interest in his mansion in C arl­ 
ton H ouse Terrace, its furniture and other 
effects. 
T he question was raised w hether 
certain pictures, including a Carlo Dulei 
and a Landseer, aud valued at about 
£15,000, were to be reckoned among the 
articles of vertu and tsste left absolutely to 
her ladyship, or w hether they should bo 
classed w ith the furniture, in which she 
has only a life interest. 
By a decision in 
favor of the latter view, a precedent is 
established by which, according to the 
dictum of the Vice-Chancellor, pictures will 
he regarded in future as furniture, and not 
as articles of vertu, ia courts of law. 
A very interesting lecture was recently 
delivered betore the A nthropological-Insti­ 
tute, London, by J. F. Rowbotham, on the 
different stages in the developm ent of the 
art of music in prehistoric times. 
A l­ 
though, he said, the varieties of musical 
instrum ents may be counted by hundreds, 
yet they7 are all reducible under three dis­ 
tin ct types : 1, the drum type ; 2, th e pipe 
ty p e ; 3. tu e lyre type. 
These three types 
are representative of three distinct stages 
of developm ent through which prehistoric 
m usic had passed, and in th e order ju st 
stated. 
T he first period iu th e develop­ 
m ent of music was the drum stage, in 
w hich drum s and drum s alone were used. 
The second was the pipe stage, in which 
pipes as well as drum s were used. 
The 
th ird was the lyre stage, iu which stringed 
instrum ents were added to th e stock. 
Tnese three stages answ er respectively to 
rythm , melody and harm ony. 
In the 
musical history of m ankind the lyre stage 
is never found to precede the pipe stage, 
nor the pipe stage to piecede the drum 
stage. 
A correspondent of th e A rt 
A m ateur 
w rites thus pointedly : 
“ W hen will the 
artists take the carpenters in hand and 
inoculate them w ith a few saving ideas of 
taste ?

Paint ought to be the 
decoration in simple houses w here woods 
are n ot left to th eir native tin t, under 
shellac, and moldings m ight be entirely 
plain or sim ply cham fered. 
W arm , dark 
colors would be attractive for interiors— 
V enetian, red and brow n—w ith th e cham- 


l^ f^ M t^ n g T ^ re c T ó r orange. 
A three-foot 
wainscot of horizontal, six-inch, m atched 
ceiling would seem to an ordinary car­ 
penter out of place, except iu a wood-shed. 
B ut such a cheap and sim ple w ainscot, 
painted deep red-brow n, w ith some dark 
orange and lighter red to relieve it. would 
harmonize w ith a good-toned wall-paper, 
and be more tru ly artistic than the tile 
dados and 
polished w alnut paneling of 
some more pretentions houses. 
Tiles aie 
fast becom ing vulgarized by a factory sort 
of decoration n ot much above th e applied 
‘ scrap-picture ’ 
ornam ent of 
japanned 
coal-scuttles and type-w riter cases.” 


NOTES ON EDUCATION. 


The school expenditures in M ichigan 
last year were §3,109,915 14. 
U nder President P o tter’s adm inistration 
U nion College has secured endow m ents of 
about §500.000, and th e num ber of stu ­ 
dents has more than doubled. 
D artm outh College has during its exist­ 
ence conferred the degree oí B. A. upon 
4 275 persons, 2,140 of whom are now- 
living. 
A retiring fund for H arvard’s professors 
has now beeu fairly started , 
i wenty-i.ue 
thousand dollars have already been con­ 
tributed. 
T he perm anent school fund of Iow a is 
now estim ated at §3,484 411, and is will be 
increased by fu rth er sales of school land. 
The length of th e school year in th a t State 
was last year 148 days. 
School attendance in Georgia has had a 
rem arkable increase. 
From 49 5 ,6 
iu 
1871. it ran up to 226 627 in 1879. 
Of 
th s la tte r num ber 79,435 were colored 
children. 
The U niversity of Berlin has now more 
th an 4,000 students—the largest num ber 
ever y et reached by any Germ an university. 
T he U niversity of Basel has 335 students, 
tw enty-tw o of whom are Germ ans. 
One of the beliefs stated at the recent 
m eeting of the Rhode Island teachers was 
th a t the tim e has come for deposing a rith ­ 
m etic as th e m ost im portant study for 
children, and su b stituting th e study of the 
English language. 
Tiie i dacational progress m ade by T en­ 
nessee since 1872 is described as w onder­ 
ful. 
In th a t year in some of the counties 
there was not a single school, either pub­ 
lic or private. 
In 1875, th re were 3,942 
sciiools in the S ta te ; last year there were 
5,522. 
In 1S75, the average daily a tten d ­ 
ance wa3 130,805 ; last year it was 191,461. 
The Indiana Legislature is now consid­ 
ering a bill m iking education in th a t State 
compulsory. 
This bill orders th a t in the 
common schools only the following branches 
shall be ta u g h t: 
O rthography, reading, 
w riting, m athem atics (not beyond algebra), 
geography, English gram m ar and tiie his­ 
tory of the U nited States ; provided th a t 
cities and tovvns may have graded schools, 
in which additional and higher branches 
may be taught. 
The resort to H arvard has grown wider 
during the past sixty, or particularly d a r­ 
ing the past fifteen years. 
The percentage 
of students from outs de New England has 
increased ; the resort from th e Southern 
S tates has fallen off, b ut tiie increased re­ 
sort from th e M iddle and W estern S tates 
ha3 more than m ade good th is loss ; the 
medical school is, as it has alw ays been, 
essentially a New England sch o o l: and the 
res: rt to the law school has som ew hat n a r­ 
rowed of late, chiefly in consequence of a 
loss of students from th e Southern aud 
M iddle Slates. 
Professor Bancroft, of Brown LTniversity, 
in a recent address, comm ended the th o r­ 
ough study of th e Euglish language to 
schools. 
H e said th a t pupils should be 
tau g h t composition upon a careful plan ; 
the foundation should be laid by giving to 
the pupils th e w orks of th e best authors, 
and also a clear idea of w hat he is expected 
to do, m aking him understand and follow 
out the plan in the sim plest m atters of 
composition. 
M any teachers, 
he said, 
th in k th a t the way to w rite is to w rite, 
and he added th a t indefinite aims never 
accomplish anything b ut indefinite results. 
Lieutenant-G overnor Fay, of Rhode Is­ 
land, has been m aking a sensible speech in 
which he advocated the establishm ent of 
scientific schools, and the providing of in­ 
dustrial education iu all correctional in sti­ 
tutions for youth. 
H e pointed out the 
absurdity of keeping boys eight or ten 
years in a Reform School, cane-seating 
chairs or p u ttin g heels on shoes, and then 
sending them out into the w orld w ith no 
tiad e w herew ith to earn an honest living. 
M r. F ay ’s suggestion as to th e establisn- 
m ent of scientific schools for industrial 
education is one which caD n o t be made too 
often.

He shrank from ta k ­ 
ing th e decided step of selling out in op­ 
position to the advice of Dawlish, anti he 
d id not relish th e idea of the probable 
ridicule he would incur if he sold out 
before the stock reached the point he had 
originally assigned for th a t step. 
H e could 
tak e no step in th a t direction w ithout the 
know ledge of Dawlish, for, beyond a sim ­ 
ple acknow ledgm ent by th e litte r of his 
in terest in the venture, he had nothing to 
show, nor did he appear in the transac­ 
tion. 
N evertheless people 
began 
to grow 
seriously alarm ed, nor could all the re­ 
ports be traced to interested or malicious 
sources.

th e pie. 
W hen things are ripe for their 
line of operations, th e air seems full of dis­ 
tru stfu l rumors, w hich are easily believed 
w hen th e subject is so far rem oved from 
th e ken of th e outside public as low- 
level m ining on the Comstock. 
People 
know th a t they are fighting against prior 
secret inform ation, obtained by w orking 
th e diam ond drill and other means a t the 
com m and of those w*ho control th e w ork­ 


ing of th e mine. 
In fact, the only thing 
to be wondered a t is not th eir eagerness to 
sell out w hen frightened, bu t their stu p id ­ 
ity in buying in when encouraged by rose- 
colored reports. 
A ccounts of th a t com ­ 
plexion now seemed to be at a discount, 
and th e more they came the worse things 
teem ed to get. 
The professors were again 
called on to feel the hum ps of th e mine, 
but the more they felt th e less th eir prog­ 
nostications were trusted. 
Then came the 
following telegram :

September 3ii.—The report of water in 
the Lone Jack mine is utterly without foundation, 
(ire '*n the face of the drift on the 1900-foot level is 
richer than ever foun.l on the Comstock ; ana if so 
showing at the bide of the vein, what must it be 
when a crosscut is run ? 
Somehow th e famous cross-cut did not 
seem to m ake m uch progress aud waa still 
talked of in th e fu tu re tense. 
Indeed 
there were some unbelieving w retches who 
were found to say th a t after th e cross-cut 
i ad got in three feet it had got into a por­ 
phyry horse, w hich is an anim al of a 
m ulish, cross-grained disposition. 
They 
fu rth er 
rem arked 
th a t operations had 
been suspended in consequence, and th a t 
th e shouting was m erely k ep t up to cover 
th e unloadingprocess. W h eth er this was the 
case or not, on th e receipt of this tele,ram a 
sudden, 
unaccountable panic seemed to 
take possession of all holders of m ining 
stock, and more especially of those in­ 
terested in th e Lone Jack mine. 
The Van­ 
ity Fair and Caporal shares dropped al­ 
most out of sight and quotation, there to 
slum ber until w anted for another deal, and 
th e great. Old Judge stock, hitherto the 
main stay of th e m arket, seemed shaky.

ing th eir shares to anybody and everybody 
wao would purchase, and brokers began to 
call for money to protect m argins for those 
who had speculated in th a t m anner. C har­ 
lie urged Dawlish to sell at all hazards 
after the close cf the afternoon session, but 
th e latter said it was too late for th a t day, 
and they could ju st as well w ait to see 
w hat the morrow brought forth. 
The next 
m orning came, and w ith it a surgí .ig throng 
of shareholders, who crow ded around the 
brokers’ offices, ready to sell a t alm ost any 
price th a t m ight be offered.

and he showed C harlie tw o rolls of green­ 
backs, “ There are four thousand dollars 
th a t I raised by pledging m y wife’s prop­ 
erty, and I am so confident I am light, 
th at I am going to p u t it up. 
I thought 
you said you had been collecting ?” 
“ W hy, yes,” said Charlie, “ but th a t is 
not m y own money.

Dawlish, angrily. 
“ Are you going back 
on your old pard, after I have pledged my 
wife’s little property to save ns both ? 
Surely, if I pu t up four thousand you cau 
afford to p u t up one. 
T here is no need to 
cash the check. 
W e can m ake it all right 
inside of three days. 
W hy, th e money is 
your own, for th a t m atter.

DAUDET’S NEW PLAY—A VENTURE BY 
DUMAS. 


Some 
In terestin g Anecdotes of Parisian 
P lays and P arisian T h eaters—

Paris, January 24, 1881. 
D ram atic w riters all seem to have been 
engaged at th eir w ork a t the same tim e, to 
have planted seed a t the same season, if one 
may judge by the general harvest which 
ha3 suddenly filled all the theaters w ith 
new pieces, like rich grain stored in a ware 
house, or rath er in a mill, to be ground out 
for the consum ption of th e ever hungry 
public. 
T his general arrival of th e good 
things from the hands of authors began 
w ith “ Ja c k ,” a live-act dram a by Mr. A l­ 
phonse D audet and M r. Lafontaine, at the 
Odeon Theater. 
T his dram a is taken from 
Mr. D audet’s novel of th e same name. 
A lphonse D audet is well know n in the 
U nited States, for some of his best works 
have been translated into English, and well 
received in both England and America, 
particularly his very interesting novel of 
“ From ent jeune et R isler aine,” which 
first drew public attention to him, and 
opened 
for 
him the 
gate leading 
to 
the 
road 
of 
success. 
T his 
book was 
dram atized, and the piece was played for 
quite a while in one of the Parisian th ea­ 
ters, b u t it would not of course m eet w ith 
the same success, since the author’s power 
and charm lie in his exquisite descriptions 
and the fine poetical coloring given to his 
language, which are necessarily lost in a 
play. 
“ t h e 
n a b o b ” 
W as translated into English by the wife of 
our Vice-Consul and a w ell-know n corre­ 
spondent, Mrs. Lucy Hooper. 
I t was not 
to be expected th at this book would meet 
w ith much success out of France, for its 
chief interest lies in tracing all the charac­ 
ters to (versons of real life, some of whom 
are dead, and not a few still living. 
This 
work was read by avidity by all Parisians 
old enough to be well acquainted w ith the 
political characters of the Em pire and to 
have rem arked the type3 peculiar to th a t 
tim e. 
This book was also dram atized, anil 
m eet w ith considerable success on the 
boards of th e V audeville Theater, w’here 
an actor of some fame, who had spent 
several years in Russia, made his reappear­ 
ance before a Parisian public aud created 
the principal role of “ The N abob,” Jan- 
soulet. 
M r. 
Dupuis 
found 
so 
much 
favor w ith th e public aud critics that 
there was considerable talk 
about bis 
entering th e T heatre Francais, and iu fact 
th e director of th a t theater, Mr. Perrin, 
made some advantageous propositions to 
him , bu t they came to no deiinite under­ 
standing, and the distinguished actor still 
forms a p art of the troupe a t th e V aude­ 
ville. 
M odifications were m ade in this 
play, a3 in “ From ent jeune et Risler aine,” 
which, while satisfying th e theater-going 
people, chaDged natural results into alm ost 
improbable ones, and therefore dim inished 
the strength of the author’s reasoning. 
W ith “ J a c k ” there were few er changes 
made to place it on the stage, b u t one 
hardly expected th a t a story so sad and 
touching could be rendered sufficiently 
dram atic to please so heterogeneous an 
audience as th a t of the th eater ; for even 
though m any people prefer to cry than 
laugh, there are but few who would w ill­ 
ingly vary their emotions, and “ J a c k " 
from beginning to end requires constant 
use of th e handkerchief. 
Of all the 
rom ances which have contributed to the 
reputation of M r. Alphonse D audet, “ Jack. ' 
is perhaps th e one iu which the finest 
and m ost learned observation of types is 
produced, b u t it is at the same tim e the 
saddest, 
for it touches your heart by 
w hat 
is 
the 
m ost affeetiug in life— 
the abandonm ent of a child, aud one feels 
th e cold cutting steel of an impossible op­ 
erator in the 
moral vivisection, whose 
patient is the deserted boy. 
He takes him 
alm ost from the cradle and follows him to 
the tom b, passing by all the stations of this 
Calvary w ithout sparing us a fall or a 
wound, and allows love to appear as a 
consoling light in his dark path, only to 
extinguish it alm ost before it Las had rime 
to spread its diffusing rays. 
Jack is 


T IIE CHILD OF HAZARD, 
W hose m other brought him into the world 
in defiance of the laws of society. 
W hen 
he was bu t an infant his m other associated 
her existence w ith th a t of a man named 
D argenton, a sort of poet who believed 
himself unappreciated by th e world, and 
out of revenge for its indifference vented 
his discontent on the little Jack. 
From 
the tim e the little boy's m ind began to 
aw aken and his body to develop, the bom­ 
bastic, cruel man did not hesitate to be­ 
num b the one and break the other. 
The 
m other is one of those giddy, uncon­ 
scious 
and 
irresponsible 
creatures 
to 
whom m aternity is bu t a name, aud she 
proved a tit companiou to the puffed- 
up 
creature 
bloated 
w ith 
his 
own 
conceit and pompous phrases. 
L ittle Jack 
is in this m an’s way, and so he is appren­ 
ticed to a workm an a t In d ret, and after­ 
w ard to the engineer of a vessel. 
The 
dram a does not begin u ntil h¡3 return, 
when having escaped from th e shipw reck 
of th e Cydmu8, he arrives worn out by the 
tortures of this terrible life aud is attacked 
by the disease which is soon to carry him 
off. 
H e finds again the good Dr. Rivals, 
who had protected him when a ch'ld, and 
the granddaughter of the doctor, Gecile, 
whose heart is touched by his sufferings. 
B ut w ill he be able to conquer his m other’s 
heart after having chased from the house 
th e cruel man who prevented him when 
young from gaining her affection ? 
No, 
because this siow assassination of the child 
by its m other, w ith the grotesque complic­ 
ity of the param our, has to he accom­ 
plished ; th u s the implacable logic of this 
study wills it, a logic both oppressive and 
cruel, w hich is clearly and finely expressed 
throughout the pages of the romance. 
In 
th e book one follows th e sad phases of this 
life and becomes attached to it, for the 
reason th a t the reader’s heart is touched 
by the sufferings of the hero aud suffers 
w ith him . 
The author, w ith the 
col- 
aboration of an em inent actor who con­ 
sented to invest himself w ith th e character 
of the odious D argenton, has attem pted to 
transport this poignant em otion to the th e­ 
ater. 
I t is true the tears come to your 
eyes during the whole five acts, although 
the first p art of th e novel, so tofiching in 
the sufferings of the child, are not repre­ 
sented on the stage. In the book the read­ 
er, when he wishes, closes th e pages and 
puts a stop for the tim e being to his emo­ 
tion, b ut in th e play there is no possible 
respite from th e sorrow which fills his 
heart to overflowing and threatens to 
drown him in oceans of tears. 
The play 
ends as in the book, w ith the death of 
Jack, who, had his health not been ruined 
by privation and exposure, would have 
m arried Gecile, who loved him dearly, but 
for whom the young hero entertained an 
affection alm ost lukew arm compared w ith 
the love he bore his profligate and unw or­ 
th y m other. 
As I have already rem arked, 
th e piece is too sad to m eet w ith great suc­ 
cess, for surely if one weeps through five 
acts th a t am ount of emotion will last him 
for some tim e, and he is not likely to re­ 
peat th e trial. 
Mr. D audet’s name will, 
however, a ttrac t a num ber of literary per­ 
sons, b u t the public generally more easily 
com prehend oppositions and contrasts, and 
seldom seize th e finer shades of feeling as 
traced by a hand as delicate as th a t of 


ALPHONSE DAUDET. 
This author is considered the best nov­ 
elist of the present day in France since 
George Sand and others have passed away. 
True, 
m any of 
th e naturalists 
wonld 
accord the palm to Zola, b u t as yet they 
are onlv a sect and have the world to con­ 


vert, and in fact a general revolution is 
necessary to lead us from th a t path which 
all great w riters have heretofore tau g h t us 
is th e only true one. 
Zola has the ad­ 
vantage over Alphonse D audet th a t he can 
more reasonably aspire to originality, for 
the latter has draw n all his inspiration 
from Dickens, when he has not im itated 
him, and even copied him. 
The principal 
elem ent ef a French novel is passion, 
quick, fiery, overw helm ing passion, and 
few believe th a t a novel can be made in ter­ 
esting w ithout a great deal of love and in­ 
trigue. 
How ever, Alphonse D audet has 
proved to them the contrary, for his works 
possess little passion, w htreas they are 
rilled w ith sentim ent. 
I t is as though the 
pale rose of cold England transplanted be­ 
neath French skies had 
bloomed 
and 
flourished 
w ithout 
altogether 
losing 
its native color. 
E rnest 
D audet, 
the 
brother of Alphonse, 
has also w ritten a 
num ber of uovels, b u t he is never m en­ 
tioned in connection w ith Alphonse, 
as 
French critics place them far apart. 
The 
collaborator of Mr. D audet, in the prepa­ 
ration of his novel “ J a c k ” for the stage, 
is Mr. Lafontaine, one of the m ost rem ark­ 
able actors of th e day. 
H e devotes his 
talents entirely to the dram a, otherw ise, 
long ere this, he would be a m em ber ol 
the T heatre Francais. 
H e belongs to no 
particular theater, but when an author 
produces 
a 
difficult 
anil 
rem arkable 
character Mr. Lafontaine is engaged to in­ 
terpret it, it m atters not a t w hat theater 
it may be presented. 
I rem em ber seeing 
him at the Odeon during th e last exposi­ 
tion iu th e character of Joseph Balsamo, a 
play of the same name w hich A lexander 
Dumas,./?/*, had dram atized from one of his 
father’s uovels. 
T his play is historical and 
alm ost spectacular, and the author ex­ 
pected it would in consequence be veri- 
much tjoute by the foreigners then crow d­ 
ing l ’aris, b ut the piece was soon with- 
diaw u from th e stage, for, as a historical 
character, M arat was introduced, whose 
appearance aud rem arks were the signal of 
protestations and hissing on one side and 
applause on the other. 
There was a 


REM ARKABLE 
SCENE 
Of a fete given in honor of the m arriage of 
the D aupshin, Louis X IV ., sortie years 
later ; sky-rockets were se at off, colored 
lights alternately illum inated th e ¿stage, 
aud great anim ation reigned. 
A t last a 
panic occurred, 
an iiistorical fact, and 
m auy, a very great num ber of people were 
tram pled upon, and so p u t to death. 
I t 
was a t th a t m om ent th a t th e young doc­ 
tor, M arat, appeared to atten d to the 
wounded and to express in language which 
prophesied his later destiny his contem pt 
for oppressive royalty, aud it was then the 
exciting scene took place in th e house 
which caused one to trem ble for peace 
sake. 
Mr. Lafontaine was really rem ark­ 
able as Joseph Balsamo, and had it not 
been for this one regretful incident, the 
piece would have m et w ith great success, 
and had a long run. 
The anti-Repub- 
licaus were furious 
against A lexander 
Dumas, file, and called him a traitor, since 
they had alw ays considered th a t he be­ 
longed to them , for he who could so 
pleasantly gild vice m ust necessarily be 
oue of them ; indeed, so great wa3 the 
indignation of Mr. Dum as’ friends th a t 
he duly apologized 
and w ithdrew his 
play 
from the boards of th e theater. 
In this dram a an actress, Leonide Leblanc, 
better known in the monde galant than in 
the theatrical world, aud who was the 
rival of th e notorious Gora l ’earl in the 
latter p art of the Empire, played the role 
of the Duchess du B erry, the p re tty young 
washerwom an who, w ith b right eyes for a 
passport, traversed all the social stages 
until she reached the presence of the King, 
and w ith her smiles unlocked the incon­ 
stan t heart of th a t m onarch, where for 
years she reigned as governor of the cita­ 
del. Mile L- blunc’s c stum es for th is play 
v.ere copied from p o r tr a it of this iamous 
favorite, anti her ow n diam onds were used 
for t ’ c occasion, w hich were so costly and 
m agnificent th a t a detectiv • was employed 
to remain in her dressing-!oom to « atc h 
over thi m. 
Lin scene of ihe presentation 
a t couit of th e Duchess du Berry is given 
iu this piece, where one see3 the K ing’s 
daughters offer th eir checks to be kissed by 
tins woman whom for more than one rea­ 
son they despise. The i fleets of the toilets 
and th e richness of the m • en scene, be­ 
sides the 
historical correctness of the 
whole, had apparently endow ed th e play 
w ith longlife, and it is easy to b lieve th a t 
the next generation will look upon it w ith 
calm, since th e good old royalists by th a t 
tim e will have sufficiently dim inished in 
number. 


AT TH E TH EA TER DES NATIONS 
They are rehearsing a play which promises 
to be very interesting, called “ Zoe Chien 
G hien,” a strange title indeed, and one 
which cau serve as no key to the plot. 
This play is also taken from a novel, by H. 
M athey, whose real name is A rth u r Ar- 
nould, a young man who had been sen­ 
tenced to banishm ent for participation in 
th e Commune, but who m anaged to escape 
to Sw itzerland, and from there sent differ­ 
ent m anuscripts to th e journals of Paris, 
signed w ith his nom de plum e M athey, 
since he was not perm itted to sign his own 
nam e. 
This novel of “ Zoe Ghien G hien” 
first appeared in th e feu'dlelon of the jour­ 
nal L a France, for th e m ajority of novels 
appear for th e first tim e before th e public 
iu like m anner. 
In fact, no new spaper can 
be found throughout the country which 
has not its feuilleton—the end of the first 
page devoted each day to a piecemeal of 
some exciting story. 
The m ajority of 
new spaper readers here th in k more of their 
feuilleton than of anything else contained 
in it, aud they are kept in a constant state 
of anxiety about the fate of their hero and 
heroine, tor w hether it is th e author's in­ 
tention, or the new spaper director a r­ 
ranges it so, the b it of story alw ays 
ends a t the m ost exciting point, which 
circum stance, 
while 
it aggravates the 
spirit, a t the same tim e excites the a p ­ 
petite. 
I have known one lady to be so 
anxious to obtain another bit of the story 
she was reading th a t she took the greatest 
trouble to procure her journal an hour 
earlier th an usual, which, however, left 
her in as im patient a state as before. 
Ail 
stories are finished and another well com­ 
m enced a t the m om ent to induce one to 
renew one’s subscriptions, which is a trick 
calculated to retain all subscribers. 
Mr. 
A rth u r A rnould has w ritten a num ber of 
navels, all of which have m et w ith much 
success, b u t “ Zoe Ghien G hien” is far 
superior 
to 
any 
he 
has 
y et 
offered 
to the public, and is not only m arvelous 
in its conception, b ut is w onderfully vigor­ 
ous in its style th a t it has been pro­ 
nounced 
by 
all 
critics 
as 
a 
chef 
d’oritvre. 
The success 
of 
th e 
play is 
assured 
in 
advance, 
and 
the 
old 
and celebrated T heatre des N ations, which 
has m orally fallen in ruins, w ill once more 
be restored to som ething of its form er 
popularity. This th eater is the same as the 
T heatre Lyric, in which “ F a u s t” was first 
produced, when the very superior artist, 
Mme. M iolan Carvalho, created the role of 
M arguerite. 
I t has frequently changed its 
name since, and not long ago was called 
T heatre H ietorique, bu t its different bap­ 
tisms did not invest it w ith grace in the 
eyes of the public, and it was only when 
V ictor H ugo's novel of “ N otre D im e de 
Paris” was dram atized and represented on 
th a t stage tb a t its benches, for the lirst 
tim e since m any years past, were filled 
w ith a literary audience.

A nd it3 director, who had been a well- 
known actor, wa3 so unfortunate íd his en­ 
terprise th a t he com m itted suicide.

was some tim e before another person as 
venturesom e could be found, and the thea­ 
te r only lately reopened w ith a m ilitary 
dram a called “ G aribaldi.” 
A t th e first 
representation terrible confusion ensued, 
produced by eggs, which had had much 
tim e to grow old since taken from th e nest, 
old vegetables and other projectiles sent 
dow n from th e gallery on the unprotected 
heads of the occupants of the p it and on to 
the stage, from which th e actors were at 
last obliged to w ithdraw , owing to the con­ 


stan t pelting th ey received, and to th e out­ 
landish noiBe, w hich prevented th eir being 
heard. 
The disturbance was created by 
th e students of Je su it colleges, and other 
persons opposed to sentim ents so liberal as 
those which m ust necessarily surround the 
Italian hero. 
Every journal throughout 
Paris declared the piece a failure, as it was 
not only absurd, b u t was excessively badly 
w ritten.

How ever, th e play has nearly reached its 
fiftieth representation, which goes to prove 
th a t the public and critics are not alw ays 
of the same mind. 
The celebrated author of num erous com­ 
edies, Mr. M eilhac, has read a new play 
before th e m em bers of the Gym nase T hea­ 
ter called “ P hryne.” 
A bout the same 
tim e M essrs. G ondinet and W olf read a 
one-act comedy a t the same theater, and 
both plays are shortly to appear. 
A t the 
V arieties T heater there will appear next 
Thursday 
the 
first 
representation 
of 
“ R oussote,” and on th e same evening will 
take place the first representation of the 
“ Contes d ’Hoffm an,” the last opera com­ 
posed by the very popular musician, OiFen 
liaeh. 
This opera will be perform ed at the 
Opera Comique, a tem ple of a rt more ele­ 
vated than th e charm ing composer had ever 
entered. 
“ N a n a ” is soon to be repre­ 
sented at the Am bigue T heater, th e same 
which lirst brought out Zoia’s “ Assoin- 
m oir,” bu t none but th e author predicts 
any success for it.

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


The new hym nal for the Free Church of 
Scotland, w hich has lately encountered so 
m uch opposition, contains 370 hym ns, in ­ 
cluding thirteen paraphrases, ten m etrical 
doxologies, and forty hym ns for the young, 
tw o ancient hym ns and th irty-tw o Scripture 
sentences and prose doxologies. 
I t has been charged, b u t w ith w hat tru th 
it is impossible to say, th a t the m ajority 
agaÍDSf- Professor Robertson Sm ith in the 
commission was sw elled by a M r. K idston 
having given §500 to furnish tickets and 
hoard to fifty H ighlanders to come and vote 
against th e Professor. 
A rchbishop Purcell’s affairs are still un­ 
settled, and about four hundred of his five 
thousand creditors have held- a m eeting iu 
C incinnati, aud voted to employ additional 
law yers, in order th a t the suit against the 
church property may be prosecuted more 
vigorously. 
If the suit should be success­ 
ful one hundred congregations would lose 
th eir church property. 
A Scotch clergyman, the Rev. A. B issett, 
of the Free South Church in Peterhead, 
has retired from the presidency of the local 
tem peranee society for th e curious reason 
th a t some members of his choir appeared 
as “ nigger ” m instrels at the recent annual 
festival of the society. 
He stated th a t he 
would not have objected to the singers ap­ 
pearing “ in their natural sta te .” 
A ccording to Professor Tyndall, 
Dr. 
W allis of the U niversity of Oxford, is the 
inventor of a wholly new m ethod of bring­ 
ing outcast Israel into th e C hristian pale. 
He would have them set out on a voyage 
round the world, sailing w estw ard as Sir 
Francis Drake did, and being particular, 
as good H ebrew s would, to observe their 
Saturday Sabbath until they brought round 
to the point of departure again. 
They 
w ould then rind th a t th eir day of rest and 
worship had steadily overlapped until at 
length it had ju st coincided w ith the 
C hristian Sunday. H enceforth they would 
keep the same day w ith the rest of us. Dr. 
W allis is a wag, evidently. 
W hat he 
means to intim ate is th a t religious discrep­ 
ancies come from lack of a roundabout ac­ 
quaintance w ith the world. 
T he service at a Positivist festival in 
England included prayer, music, the read­ 
ing of some verses from th e sixtieth chap­ 
te r of Isaiah, a passage from D ante, and 
an address from Dr. Congreve, who, after 
dealing w ith some political questions, and 
rem arking th a t th e commotion in the E n­ 
glish Church showed th a t her ultim ate dis­ 
ruption aud disestablishm ent were inevita­ 
ble, said th a t the tenets of the religion of 
hum anity were becoming more fully under­ 
stood year by year. 
The cause was pro­ 
gressing in London, Paris, Birmingham, 
Liverpool, M anchester and other places, 
aud though the enemies of Positivism were 
num erous it had b u t one form idable com­ 
petitor, th e religion of the past, which for 
practical purposes m ight be condensed into 
Rom an Catholicism. 
The result of the first system atic a t­ 
tem pt to ascertain the strength of Judaism 
on this continent has ju st been published. 
A ltogether, returns received from 
1.000 
places show th a t in 1S78 there were in the 
U nited States 27S congregations, w ith a 
m em bership of 12,540, au 1 th a t the num ­ 
ber of Israelites was 230,257. 
M aking 
allowance for the places not heard from, 
the total population is placed a t 250,000 
souls. 
Ot these about 12.000 are located 
iu Pennsylvania. 
The oldest congregation 
in the country is th e Shaaray Shomay- 
iin, 
of 
Lancaster, 
organized 
in 
1770, 
while th e llodef Shalom, of Philadelphia, 
is the next oldest, having been organized in 
1780. 
The richest congregation is the 
Tem ple Em anuel of N ew Y ork, which, al­ 
though only established in 1843, and hav­ 
ing bu t 402 members, owns real estate and 
other property to the value of §700,000. 
The public institutions established by the 
sect in the U nited States include 5 hospi­ 
tals, 11 orphan asylums and homes, and 6 
free schools. 
Its doctrines are enunciated 
by 17 new spaper and magazines. 
The 278 
congregations in Am erica own betw een 
them property valued a t §(¡,750,000, and 
more than 13,000 children atten d the re­ 
ligious schools.

A FALSE REPORT. 
The Bee intimates that the resolution 
Against the Debris bill, introduced at 
the anti-hydraulic meeting the other 
night, was brought forward in consequence 
of assurances from members of the Legis­ 
lature that if the Debris bill was repealed 
they would be willing to favor a bill 
to stop hydraulic mininc. We happen to 
know that there is not a word of truth in 
this statement. There is not now, nor has 
there ever been, any disposition on the part 
of the Legislature to interfere with hy­ 
draulic mining. 
Twenty votes in both 
houses could not be got for any such 
proposition. And if any members of the 
anti-debris clique have been telling people 
that they would help an anti-hydraulic 
measure, their only object has been to 
obtain an expression of opinion against the 
Debris bill. 
These men care nothing 
about hydraulic mining. They will not 
attack it in any event. All they seek is 
the repeal of the Debris bill, and they do 
not care two straws whether the Sacra­ 
mento valley is ruined by the success of 
their programme, or not. 
That is the 
naked truth, and therefore those who are 
hugging themselves in the delusion that it 
is possible to secure the stoppage of hy­ 
draulic mining by this Legislature, may as 
well wake up and realize the futility of 
their efforts in that direction. 


THE WHEAT QUESTION. 
The San Francisco Commercial Herald 
nas undertaken to bolster up the extrava­ 
gant figures of the Produce Exchange in 
regard to the amount of wheat now in 
the State. That is its own affair ; but we 
cannot permit it to say that “ the Record- 
“ U n io n is endeavoring to crawl out of” 
its former statement on this head. The 
Recoud-Union expressed the opinion that 
the Produce Exchange had flagrantly 
overstated the amount of wheat on hand, 
and it has never retracted or altered that 
opinion. We still believe that the figures 
of the Produce Exchange are preposterous, 
and when San Francisco commercial jour­ 
nals defend them, but without advancing 
one tittle of evidence in their support, we 
are justified in suspecting that these jour­ 
nals are not animated solely and entirely 
by zeal for the truth. The people who are 
so fussily anxious that the farmers should 
sell their wheat are in fact not exactly the 
most disinterested witnesses as to the 
prospects of the grain market, and what is 
more the farmers realize this fact without 
any difficulty.

THE ANTI-HTDR AULIC MINES MEETING. 
The call for the anti-hydraulic mining 
meeting held on Thursday night stated 
that evidence was in the possession of the 
committee to prove that if hydraulic min­ 
ing was stopped the rivers would imme­ 
diately be restored to their normal condi­ 
tion. It was further stated that proof 
would be advanced that the late storm had 
washed all the debris out of the mountain 
canyons, and that therefore the stoppage of 
hydraulic mining would effect a complete 
solution of the drainage problem. 
We 
pointed out when the call was issued that 
it would be necessary to substantiate this 
assertion by scientific observation, and that 
the mere opinion of persons who had no 
knowledge of engineering would be with­ 
out value. When the meeting was held 
the alleged scientific evidence in support 
of the statements of the committee turned 
out to be the report of Mr. Allardt, a com­ 
petent engineer, but whose observations 
were made between two and three years 
ago, and whose testimony had consequent­ 
ly little or no bearing upon the present 
situation. We knew what we were writ­ 
ing when we said that the committee could 
not prove the truth of what they had al­ 
leged, and their attempt to do so vindi­ 
cates our judgment completely. The simple 
fact therefore remains, that no evidence 
deserving any consideration has thus far 
been presented in support of the reckless 
and rash statements made in the address of 
the anti-hydraulic committee. The man­ 
agers of the meeting could only cite the re­ 
port of Mr. Allardt, which was made long 
before the present situation had come into 
existence, and even this witness has noth­ 
ing to say concerning the effects of the 
tiood upon the reserve of debris in the 
mountains. It is necessary to dwell upon 
this, as it is really7 the central point in the 
case sought to be made the othey night. 
Unless it can be shown that there is noth­ 
ing to fear from any debris remaining in 
the canyons, it is perfectly clear that the 
stoppage of hydraulic mining cannot be 
regarded as a complete and final remedy. 
And the required demonstration was not 
made at the meeting. 
It was, however, sought to be shown 
that the merchants of Sacramento had not 
exerted any pressure upon the R e o o rd - 
U niok to induce this journal to desist 
from demanding the stoppage of hydraulic 
mining, and on this we have something to 
say. When, some two years ago, the 
R e c o r d - U n io v took strong ground against 
the right of the hydraulic miners to destroy 
the property of their neighbors, a commit­ 
tee of merchants waited upon us, repre­ 
senting that they had been instructed to 
do so by the Board of Trade, and showed 
us letters from their correspondents in the 
mining counties to the effect that a move­ 
ment was on foot to take away the trade 
of that region from Sacramento unless our 
merchants opposed the course of the 
R e c o r d U n io n . The committee referred 
to, havingshovvn us these letters, stated that 
if the R e c o r d - U n io n continued to demand 
the stoppage of hydraulic mining, all the 
business men who advertised in th¡B journal 
would be marked for proscription by the 
miners, and they expressed the opinion 
that the result would be extremely injuri­ 
ous to the interests of this city. We may 
state further that yesterday some of these 
same merchants called upon us again, 
verified our recollection of the interview 
outlined above, and stated that precisely 
the same injury to the trade of Sacramento 
is to be apprehended now, if this city in­ 
sists upon the stoppage of hydraulic min­ 
ing. At the time when we were first called 
upon we sent a representative into the 
mining counties to ascertain whether in 
fact any movement to take this trade from 
Sacramento had been broached, and our 
agent, after traversing the entire district, 
reported that there could be no doubt of 
the fact, and that the feeling of that sec­ 
tion was very strong on the subject. So 
much for the assertions of the sub-commit­ 
tee of the anti-hydraulic meeting. 
As regards the arguments of the various 
unprofessional speakers on Thursday night, 
it must be said that some of them proved 
altogether too much for their own case. 
Thus Mr. Larue related how he had been 
driven from his ranch on the Norris grant 
by the increasing hight of the llood-waters 
of the American river, though it is noto­ 
rious that there has been scarcely any 
hydraulic mining on the American for 
twenty years. 
It was therefore clearly 
not by debris that Mr. Larue was driven 
out, but by the natural wash of the soil 
along the river banks, which cannot be 
affected by stopping hydraulic mining. 
Again, though the main position of the 
managers of the meeting was that no tail­ 
ings remain in the streams after a flood, and 
consequently that every flood clears their 
channels, yet half the speakers insisted 
that the beds of the rivers had been 
rising for years. Thus they were uncon­ 
sciously impaling themselves on the 
horns of a dilemma which they failed to 
perceive, and cutting the ground from un­ 
der the position which they wished to 
strengthen. Asusualthe “ commonseDse’’ 
ideas were very pronounced, and men who 
knew nothing of hydraulics, who knew 
nothing of engineering, who had never 
given an hour’s study to the laws which 
control the action of sediment-bearing 
streams, unhesitatingly pooh poohed the 
conclusions to which trained and skillful 
engineers have been led by sustained and 
extended experiment and observation. 
This is what is to be expected when those 
who do not possess the necessary informa­ 
tion rashly undertake to discuss scientific 
problems, but such displays of ignorance 
and mental carelessnes and confusion 
never can help a community to a rational 
policy on a Bubject of this complexity and 
importance. 
Before dismissing the question of the 
anti-hydraulic meeting it is in order to 
state clearly once more the position of the 
Record-Union on the whole subject. This 
journal was the first to point out the 
weakness of the position of the minera, 
and to insist that they should either 
abandon the hydraulic process, or take care 
of their tailings and keep them out of the 
rivers. Subsequently, becoming convinced 
that an open conflict on this issue would 
injure Sacramento, we consented to a com­ 
promise measure, and when, at a later 
period, we found that the stoppage of 
hydraulic mining would not solve the prob­ 
lem, but that even if that could be brought 
about it would still be necessary to pro­ 
tect the valley from the debris held back 
in the mountains, we saw that the con­ 
tinuance of the engineering work which 
had b n r- enmmrn ; d would be absc- 
a 
: - -tv 
safety of the com­ 


munity. We have never entertained or 
expressed a doubt as to the wrong done by 
the washing of debris from the mines into 
the rivers, but we have endeavored to view 
the whole situation broadly, and to ob­ 
tain, if possible, full protection for the 
valley without destroying any other in­ 
terest. In that position the people of 
Sacramento undoubtedly concurred, and 
it was the consideration of their own in­ 
terests which led them to approve the 
compromise proposed. 
The anti-hydraulic meeting has thrown 
no new light on the situation. It has failed 
to make good the position with which it 
started, and it has not demonstrated that 
its proposition would secure us the pro­ 
tection we need. The citizens who con­ 
sented to act on the committee no doubt 
believed that the public welfare was sought 
by the originators of the movement, but to 
the cool observer it has been apparent 
from the outset that the real inspiration of 
the affair was a desire to launch this city 
upon the boundless ocean of litigation 
with the hydraulic miners, for purely sel­ 
fish ends. Not very long ago Sacramento 
had a small experience of that kind. A 
person holding about $1,000 worth of city 
securities sued the corporation, and • the 
upshot was that the city paid out $13,000, 
not to settle the case, but merely to secure 
the postponement of it for one year. That 
is the way the litigation of cities is con­ 
ducted, and taxpayers can judge from this 
instance whether it would pay to plunge 
into a lawsuit against the hydraulic miners, 
where powerful and wealthy interests are 
at stake, and where every means and in­ 
ducement to postpone final action would 
assuredly be in operation against us. It is 
easy enough to understand that attorneys 
may be very desirous of leading the city 
into such an entanglement, especially if 
they expect to be employed themselves, 
but taxpayers will do well to distrust all 
suggestions looking, however indirectly, 
towards such a consummation. 
Finally, we desire to warn this commu­ 
nity against any movement which aims at 
sacrificing the Debris bill under the pre­ 
text of stopping hydraulic mining. We 
tell them plainly that it is impossible to 
obtain ten votes in either branch of the 
Legislature in favor of the latter proposi­ 
tion, and that the sole result of urging it 
at this time can be to strengthen the 
hands of those who only seek to repeal the 
Debris bill, and thus to leave the Sacra­ 
mento valley without relief of any kind. 
We think the public can trust the R euord- 
Union not to neglect or run counter to 
its best interests, but this journal will not 
surrender positions the correctness of 
which it has carefully and laboriously 
verified, in order to help aDy selfish 
schemers whatever who may have covert 
designs upon the treasury. 


HORSES' FEET. 
The Popular Science Monthly for Febru­ 
ary prints a very interesting paper by 
Sir George W. Cox, from Frazer's Mag­ 
azine, on the subject of horses’ feet. The 
purpose of the article Í3 to demonstrate 
the utter folly and mischief of the practice 
of shoeing horses. Such an attack upon a 
custom which has become a matter of blind 
faith with the majority is certain to elicit 
the most angry rejoinders from the old 
school, but no matter what notions and 
prejudices it runs counter to, wo are of 
opinion that Sir George Cox has proved his 
case. Me shows that the loDg catalogue 
of diseases to which the feet of horses in 
civilized life are subject, are attributable 
entirely to the pressure of the shoes upon 
the hoofs. He shows that when horses 
become lame they are made so in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred by the unnat­ 
ural distortion of their feet by the un­ 
scientific and irrational manipulation of 
the farrier. He shows that nature gave 
to the horse a horny covering for its foot 
which was amply sufficient to protect it 
against any kind of ground, and that if 
nature is left alone she is abundantly com­ 
petent to take care of the health of her 
creatures. The hoof of the horse is meant 
to be elastic ; to expand and contract with 
pressure. But man in his perverse ignor­ 
ance has undertaken to improve upon na­ 
ture, and has thought to make a better and 
stronger hoof than nature could. So he 
has invented horseshoes, and with them 
a troop of equine ailments all of which 
come in their train. 
No horseshoe that gives complete satis­ 
faction has ever been invented, and no 
horseshoe which is not liable to do more 
harm than good. The superstition that 
horses cannot go without shoes is one which 
has no justification in fact. Observation 
and experience show that horses will go 
better without shoes than with, after a 
little practice, and those that are unshod 
soon acquire a hardness of hoof capable of 
resisting any kind of road. In all the ani­ 
mal creation we find that each creature is 
fully adapted to its surroundings, and that 
its means of locomotion, self-defense, and 
food-gathering, are the best that could be 
devised under the circumstances. 
The 
foot of the horse is no exception to the rule. 
Nature did uot send the horse into the 
world half-equipped. She did not leave 
him with teet so tender that unless some 
other power than hers supplemented her 
labor, lie would perish through this defi­ 
ciency. Oa the contrary, she gave to him 
a foot which was admirably contrived to 
answer all the purposes to which a horses’ 
foot can be turned, and she left nothing 
in its mechanism to be desired or im­ 
proved. 
Man, however, often most foolish when 
he thinks himself most prescient, knowing 
nothing of the wisdom of Nature, thinking 
a great deal of his own, undertook to carry 
the work of Nature further than she had 
ever contemplated. So the horse was shod, 
and notwithstanding the fact that he has 
been subject to various forms of lameness 
and foot disease ever since, whereas he 
was previously free from all ailments of the 
kind, it is held as an article almost of re­ 
ligious faith that he must be shod. Of 
late years, however, Science has been in­ 
serting the thin edge of the wedge into 
this time-honored fallacy, and there is 
growing evidence that eventually the old 
ideas will be discarded, and that actual 
demonstration will at length, no matter 
after what resistance, drive superstition 
and custom from the field. 
The fact that whenever the disnse of 
horseshoes is tried, the results speedily 
justify the course, renders it certain that 
the no-shoe party will triumph in the end. 
And there is not a single argument for­ 
merly used by the advocates of shoeing 
which is not now proved to be erroneous. 
For instance, it was claimed that though 


horses might go unshod so long as they 
had only dirt roads to deal with, they 
could not stand the wear and tear of city 
streets without having their feet artificially 
protected. But this is an entire mistake. 
The truth is that the natural hoof is bet­ 
ter adapted to any kind of road than the 
shod hoof can be. The unshod horse 
whose hoofs have had time to grow back 
into what Nature meant them to be íb 
surer-footed, has a lighter tread, is more 
elastic and free in his movements, is less lia­ 
ble to lameness, than the victim of civilized 
stupidity. At certain times it has been 
found necessary to discard horseshoes, as 
during military campaigns. 
Napoleon's 
cavalry lost all their shoes during the re­ 
treat from Moscow, but; the general testi­ 
mony of the men was to the effect that 
they went better without them. The an­ 
cients knew nothing of shoeing horses, yet 
they did things with cavalry which would 
almost certainly break down any mounted 
expedition shod after the modern fashion. 
In short the more the question is looked 
into the plainer does it become that the 
horseshoe is as unscientific and truly bar­ 
barous and mischievous an invention as 
the bandages and narrow shoes by which 
the feet of Chinese women are squeezed 
out of shape. And we cannot call our­ 
selves really enlightened until we have 
abandoned a practice which has nothing 
to recommend and very much to con­ 
demn it.

TEE TENURE OF TEACHERS IN PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 
A bill is before the Legislature to pro­ 
hibit the removal of public school teachers 
save for cause, expressly defined, and in­ 
cluding serious offenses. It has been ob­ 
jected to this bill that it takes authority 
out of the hands of the Boards of Educa­ 
tion. If it were possible to secure such 
School Directors as Quincy, Mass., has 
been fortunate enough to obtain, it would 
undoubtedly be wise to give the Board 
plenary powers over the teachers, and to 
leave everything to it and the Superin­ 
tendent. But the average School Board is 
made of very different stuff. As a rule 
it is composed of men who soon learn to 
use their authority in the gratilication 
of their friendships, to say nothing of their 
enmities. Teachers arc installed or re­ 
moved without 
rational explanation ; 
competence is scarcely over considered. 
The Board exercises an arbitrary jurisdic­ 
tion. And one of the results is that every 
candidate for a teacher’s position is com­ 
pelled to become a lobbyist and politician* 
while another consequence is that no 
teacher feels himself or herself any the 
more secure because of competence, but 
learns to trust more and more to arts and 
influences which 
have no connection 
with educational capacity. 
In large 
cities it is notorious that there are 
always many unfit teachers. They are 
retained in their positions because they 
have friends on the Board of Education. 
The latter rarely have either the ability or 
the inclination to inquire seriously into the 
manner in which the schools are con­ 
ducted. 
Outward compliance with cut- 
and-dried rules is usually sufficient to sat­ 
isfy them, and naturally there is little or 
no energy or ambition in teachers so gov­ 
erned. It would he hardly possible to 
have a more inefficient system than the 
present one. in short; and a proposition to 
make the terms of teachers depend upon 
conduct does uot menace an authority 
which possesses any valid apology for 
further existence. So long as men are 
elected to the Board of Education without a 
thought for their fitness ; so long as ignorant 
ward politicians are considered capable of 
directing theeducational system of the com­ 
munity in large cities ; so long will it be 
desirable that the authority of Boards of 
Education should be as brief as possible, 
and that the teachers should be as little 
as possible within the jurisdiction of such 
bodies. 
It is eminently proper that 
teachers who devote their lives to the 
business, and who have educated them­ 
selves for it, should be put beyond the 
reach of caprice and favoritism. 
Posi­ 
tions in the school ought not to be the 
perquisites of School Directors, and we 
are emphatically in favor of any law that 
will put an end to this demoralizing use 
of authority, and that will give good 
teachers encouragement to put their best 
energies into their work. 
THE REFUNDING BILL. 
The Senate has passed the refunding bill 
very nearly as it came from the House. 
Three per cent, has been fixed as the rate 
of interest for the bonds, but the time they 
are to run has been lengthened. We have 
elsewhere discussed the agencies which 
may render it possible to float a three per 
cent, bond, but it must be remembered 
that all such measures are in the nature 
of experiments, aud that there can be no 
certainty about them until they are tried. 
As yet it is not clear that the President 
will sign the bill, though perhaps he may 
be reluctant to antagonize Congress on the 
very eve of his retirement. Should he sign 
it however it will remain to be seen wheth­ 
er it will prove successful. 
The provision 
compelling the National Banks to buy 
three per cent, bonds as security for their 
circulation can only prove operative pro­ 
vided that a belief in the permanence of 
the present decline of interest prevails. 
Otherwise the banks will simply abandon 
their circulation, and the effect of this 
would of course be to cause a formidable 
contrac: ion of the currency. 
THE DECLINE OF INTEREST. 
It is beginning to be suggested that per­ 
haps a three per cent, bond can be floated. 
Of course the discussion which has been 
had on this subject has been of necessity 
conjectural. There appeared six months 
ago good reason to believe that a bond at 
less than 3J per cent, could not be nego­ 
tiated. Since then, however, it has been 
made more apparent that there is a very 
large amount of idle capital in the country 
seeking investment, and that thus far it 
has not found employment in productive 
industries. We believe this latter fact to 
be largely attributable to the paralyzing in­ 
fluence of our tariff and navigation laws, 
which practically forbid American capital­ 
ists to invest in either manufacturing or 
maritime transportation. 
It is curious 
that a tariff which was devised expressly 
to build up American manufactures should 
operate to restrict and confine them, but it 
does this by circumscribing the area of 
American trade, and thus limiting the num­ 
ber of manufacturers who can find a market 
abroad. Thus American capital has been 
excluded from production, and has fonnd 
investment only in railroads. But there has 


not been much railroad building going on 
lately, and therefore no adequate opening 
for capital has been fonnd. The fact that 
there is a plethora of this kind was indi­ 
cated a year ago, when a very moderate 
business improvement was urged in­ 
stantly into a “ boom,” and pushed for­ 
ward with a recklessness which under 
other circumstances might have resulted in 
a panic. At present the supply of money 
is so much greater than the demand that 
interest is very low. It has in fact been 
for two or three months practically below 
3i in nearly all the great money centers ; 
and therefore it is beginning to be thought 
possible, even by experienced financitra, 
that a 3 per cent, bond, provided it is 
for a sufficiently long term, might be 
floated. There can be no doubt as to the 
expediency of choosing a 3 per cent, in 
preference to a 3A per cent, bond, provided 
that the question of it3 negotiability can 
be satisfactorily answered and the present 
condiiions are such as almost to warrant 
the experiment. 


THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 


J. E. Jew ett Takes the ' Mayor of M arys­ 
ville ” to Task and Corrects Some 
of His Errors. 
E d s. R ec o rd -U n io n : My attention has 
been called to an article of the lóth inst. over 
the signature of O. E. Stone, the present 
Mayor of Marysville, dated the 11th inst. 
The statements contained are so entirely at 
variance with the facts, that as a citizen of 
this city, in justice to Mr. l’arks, nnd in vin­ 
dication of the truth of history, I dislike to 
sea them pass unnoticed. I ask the privilege, 
through your columns, to give the facts aB I 
find them. The truth is that no man ever 
did offer to perform a work for $2,000, orany 
other sum, for which Mr. I’arks asked $30,­ 
000.Previous to 1871, the subject of filling the 
slough running through the city of Marys­ 
ville with deposits from the river, was 
mooted. Mr. Parks, in conversation with 
the Common Council aud others, proposed to 
fill up the slough with sediment by bringing 
the water of the Yuba several miles through 
a Hume or canal, for the sum of $30,000. The 
work, however, was of such a magnitude 
that the proposition was not entertained by 
the authorities. It was finally decided to 
build a low dam in the Yuba river near the 
slough, and thus partially fill the depres­ 
sion. The work was commenced in 1S71, 
and was so far successful that a con­ 
siderable deposit was made in that 
year. Again, in 1S72, a contract was let to 
turn the river into the slough ; it proved a 
failure, and the contractor abandoned it, 
leaving debts for sacks, lumber, etc., unpaid. 
In 1873 the work was again resumed by the 
city, and after great expense and exertion, 
employing at one time forty men, and send­ 
ing to Sacramento for thirty crockery crates, 
the gap was tilled, and the water conducted 
to the slough. By this means the slough has 
been partially filled. These are the facts, 
and yet with these facts on record the writer 
of the article referred to endeavors to con­ 
vey the impression that IV. H. Parks made 
an effort to swindle the city out of 828,000 ; 
when the truth is that what the city did do 
iu three years cost about $li,G00, and at the 
same ratio the entire slough, which Mr. 
Parks proposed to fill, could not have been 
filled for less than $50,000, 
W. II. Parks is quite capable of defending 
himself, although with a fire at front and 
rear it is uot an easy task to support even 
the m ost meritorious measure. Mr. Parks 
was selected for one of the Drainage Com­ 
missioners because his ability, energy and 
experience, and his investigations in that sub­ 
ject, pointed to him aB the moEt capable and 
efficient man in this section of the State for 
the position. Captain Eads said of him: 
“He is the most thoroughly informed and ti uiy 
scientific man on that subject that I have 
met in California.” 
So much for Mr. Parks. Now for the work 
of the Commission. It will be remembered 
that the Commission was appointed late in 
the season It seemed impossible that the 
work contemplated could be done in time un­ 
der these circumstances. Contractors would 
not take contracts, aud run the great risk at 
extreme low prices. Again, extraordinary 
crops were being harvested, and there was a 
great demand for labor. Notwithstanding all 
these obstacles, the contracts were let aud the 
work pushed with all possible energy to com­ 
pletion. But it is said the Commission ex­ 
ceeded its powers, and expanded more money 
than the law authorized. Would it have been 
businesslike to have left the work unfinished, 
and exposed to great depreciation and injury, 
when a few extra thousands of dollars would 
complete it? 
Again, it is said—and I presume truly— 
that a portion of the work has gone out. Is 
it astouishing that a new work, having no 
time to settle or fill up with debris, when 
subjected to the highest water ever known, 
should give way in some of its parts ? En­ 
gineering skill of great service in or­ 
dinary times, is powerless to prevent 
destruction to a greater or less extent in such 
great exigences. But on this account shall 
the three-fourths of the work remaining be 
thrown away? Do business men abandon 
enterprises because of disaster or partial fail­ 
ure ? Think you that a half million would 
repair damages to the railroads constructed 
by the best engineering talent in the State, 
and will they on that account abandon them? 
Legislators may endeavor to shirk the respon­ 
sibility, and may try to convince themselves 
that this is a local matter, with which they 
have nothing to do, but I mistake the tem­ 
per of the people of the Sacramento valley if 
they much longer submit to this disregard of 
their vital interests. The right of self-pres­ 
ervation is sooner or later sure to assert itself. 
It is quite evident that we are to retain the 
debris bill, or we are to receive r.o aid at all, 
and we are to be remanded to a condition 
worse than when the debris bill was first en­ 
acted. Une other statement in Dr. Stone’s 
somewhat remarkable communication f wish 
to notice. “ The dam put in by the Council 
in 1871 is still intact, its alignment and crest 
are perfect,” and yet the writer has fre­ 
quently stated that the best engineering tal­ 
ent in the State or United States could not 
construct a dam that would not wash out. 
The truth is, the whole article, like the Doyle 
communication, merely shows the animus of 
the writer. He disagrees with and does not 
like Mr. Parks, politically or otherwise. He 
has a hobby of his own, and if State Knci- 
neer Hal), Captain Eads or \V. H. Parks 
differ from him, there is but one conclusion in 
his mind—they must be wrong.

They un­ 
derstand the “ Union Square” trick and 
the “ Wallack” trick as well as they do 
the Barnum trick, and the reputation of 
these companies always travels a little 
ahead. Having seen the best they are for­ 
ever ruined as a means of support for 
broken-down variety people and amateur 
theatricals.

E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : In last evening’s 
Bee Mr. McClatchy says that “ there are 
10,000 people in Nevada countj7 who have no 
interest in the hydraulic mines, hence the 
injury to be done to individuals by stopping 
these mines is nothing, or next to nothing. 
There is no hydraulic mining in the township 
of Nevada or in the township of Grass Val­ 
ley, and the people of Nevada and Placer 
counties who are not in the business look 
upon this class i f n icing with displeasure.” 
Such a statement from a paper situa’ed so 
near to that county, and published in a city 
so cicsely aliied by business interests, would 
seem strange at any other time thau the pres­ 
ent. But now I cm su:p:i-e,i ,,t n. thing. 
Prejudice and misreprt enta'.iuu rule the 
hour. The Bee can readily learn to the en­ 
tire contrary if it will but take the trouble to 
send some of its representatives t ' the county 
mentioned, ami it can learn whether tire 
patronage of such miners is worth anything 
by asking the wholesale merchants ot Sacra­ 
mento. The San Juan ridge, from Fren h 
Corral to Eureka, a distance of nr arly t hirty 
miles, contains a population entirely depend­ 
ent upon hydraulic mining. The towns of 
French Corral, Birchville, Sweetland, Sebas­ 
topol, San Juan, Cherokee, Columbia Hill, 
Lake City, Bloomfield, Moore’s Fiat and Eu­ 
reka are each and all dependent exclusively 
upon such mining. In each "f these places 
there are school-houses which equal any 
in the State, which are fully attended 
by pupils as well dressed and as lac advanced 
as the same number in Sacramento. There 
are churches and beautiful homes surround d 
by fine gardens, and all the evidences 
of the highest civilization ; time are fruit­ 
growers and farmers there, e ch nl all 
of whom depend upon the mines for their 
market; there are merchants, mecí anics end 
laborers, all of whom would have to abandon 
their homes were mining stopped; there are 
stage lines and haulers of freight, who would 
have to quit were that kind of mining 
stopped ; there are sawmills and woodmen, 
all of whom would have nn business, and 
their property would be worthless ; there has 
teen $30.060.000 invested there iu reservoirs, 
canals, flumes and mining implements, all > f 
which would be worthless. In the township 
i f Nevada there are some of the largest hy­ 
draulic mines in thr county, the Blue Tent 
Consolidated and the Manzanitu being among 
the number. There are several in Grass Val­ 
ley township as well. As to the people of 
i the county who are not engaged in the busi- 
i ness looking upon it with displeasure, the 
Bet knows, or ought to know, to the contrary. 
Although that connty alone pays one-thir­ 
teenth of the whole debris tax, j’et the peo­ 
ple are almost unanimous in favor of its re­ 
tention upon the statute hooks. The rail­ 
road men want it; the quartz-mine owners 
want it, and the business men and mechanics, 
all of them, ask that it be not repealed. 
. Sacramento commenced a new era of pros­ 
perity7 about five years ago. It was brought 
about by a successful effort on the part of 
her citizens to secure the mountain trade. 
Its merchants are now supplying that sec­ 
tion. A blow at those counties is a blow at 
the capital city, in my opinion, and it ought 
to he so in the opinion of Sacramento mer­ 
chants. A stoppage of hydraulic mining 
would result in the destruction of those 
counties. All kinds of property there would 
depreciate fifty per cent, the day after such 
a law is enacted, and eventually the most of 
it would he worthless. In the discussion of 
the debris question nothing can be caiued by 
such gross misrepreseutation.B. J. W a tso n . 


CINIRAL AMERICA. 
The following items of interest are from 
exchanges received by the steamer Gra­ 
nada. which arrived at San Francisco 
Thursday : 
’The river steamer i’itpan, running be­ 
tween Grey town and Lake Nicaragua, 
hurst her boiler on the 2d inst. Several 
persona were killedand a number wounded. 
Among the former aro Dr. Arguello, Mr. 
Mougalo, a Greytown merchant, and two 
natives. 
General Urtccho, Governor of 
Greytown, was severely scalded ami other­ 
wise injured. 
For some time a scheme has been talked 
of of running a railroad right along the 
foothills from Escuintla, Guatemala, to the 
Mexican border, thus tapping all the coffee 
country on the slope. 
So as not to drain the resources of the 
Government, it has been determined to 
carry out the plan of the Guatemala Exhi­ 
bition of 1882 by means of a joint stock 
company. 
Some days ago attention was called by a 
letter in the Diario to the easy access 
from the Gulf of Mexico, by means of the 
river Usnrnacinta, to the Department of 
Peten, a portion of Central America known 
to be very rich in natural resources, but as 
yet almost unexplored. An expedition has 
already started to that region. 
By official census the population of 
Guatemala City and its Buhurba íb 60,735. 
The foreign population figures in the list 
at 1,886 > a°d 37.102 persons can neither 
read nor write. Of foreigners properly so- 
called there are 95 Americans, 100 French, 
7 Hollanders, 208 Italians, 44 English, 104 
Germans, 21 Swiss and 13 Austrians. In 
the city the number of houses of two 
stories is 60 ; of one story, 4,398, and of 
thatched houses and others of an inferior 
character, 567. 
The boundary question between Costa 
Rica and Colombia is to be settled by ar­ 
bitration. 
A convention to that effect, 
signed on the 25th of December, in San 
Jose, Costa Rica, ratified by the Council 
of State of that Republic, and sanctioned 
by his Excellency, President Thomas 
Guardia, now awaits but the sanction of 
the Colombian Congress and Executive,

A Visit to th e Scene of O perations—Ca­ 
pacity of th e W orks. 
Yesterday 
was 
a beautiful day, with 
bright warm sun, and the overflowed section 
of the city between the R and Y street 
levees was a scene of lively activity. The 
still, lake-appearing surface over the extended 
area was thickly dotted with row-boats of all 
descriptions, and many of them containing 
parties of ladies and gentlemen engaged in 
pleasure seeking. The principal points from 
which these were operating were at Sixth 
and Seventh on 11 street. There were plenty 
of boats ready to serve the multitude 
at 25 cents 
per 
head 
for a gondola 
trip, Venice like, along the various streets 
or 
in 
other 
places, 
over 
submerged 
fences and among partially-covered fruit- 
trees and shrubs, and a constant stream of 
passengers are n- w plying to and fro upon 
visits to the pumping works of Messrs. Carle 
& Croly. at Sixth aud Y streets. A repre­ 
sentative of the K e c o r d - U n io n joined this 
goodly number for the purpose of ascertain­ 
ing the condition and prospects in that well- 
watered country. 
It was found that the 
“ old inhabitant” who lives in that vicinity 
and who, “ from all indications and observa­ 
tions during twenty five years’ residence in 
California," was some time ago prophesying 
a terribly dry winter, has been laid up in the 
second story of his house during the past two 
weeks with rheumatics, while the frogs cheer 
fully chirp to him from the lower floor. All 
be now has to say is that he “ never seed the 
like before,” and he thinks there is every in­ 
dication of an entire chance in the climate of 
this country and that we shall have a wet 
summer. 
THE PALI. OI’ THE WATER 
Is now quite noticeable in all the overt! wed 
section, it being last night six inches lower 
than on last Monday, notwithstanding the 
heavy storm which has since occurred. In 
"many places large grass plots have appeared 
above the water, and the general fall is re­ 
marked by the residents, as is to be seen on 
the fences and buildings, where the marks at 
highest point reached by the water remains. 
The gauges at Y street show that the water 
on the outside of the levee is at present less 
than an inch lower than on the north side, 
but there is a gradual discharge through the 
openings, which, aiding the work of the 
pumps, and 
with 
the 
further aid of 
clear and drying weather, with wind in 
the north. 
yesterday, a marked decrease 
of the overflow will soon be seen. 
There has been of late, and very naturally 
from the urgency of the situation to thoi e re­ 
siding in the submerged district, consider­ 
able discussion and comment as to the effi­ 
ciency of the present method of disposing of 
t ie accumulated water, and as to the amount 
that is being daily discharged over the Y- 
street levee.

The following communication from Lauf- 
kotter Bros., of this city, in relation to the 
capacity of the Chinese pumps now em­ 
ployed, has been received, with a request 
that it be published :

We herewith 
show our figures to prove our assertion, and if our 
figures arc not correct, we hope there is som eone 
m this city who will tell us and show us with figures 
to the contrary. 
Now then for the figures. 
In the first place the boxes or paddles, as they are 
called, are 30 inches in length, 7J inches in depth, 
and set at a distance of 14 inches apart. Now, then, 
a box of that length, depth and width would, ac­ 
cording to our figures, hold ju st 13.63 gallons of 
water. 
Now, then, we will assume th a‘> 65 of these 
boNes empty » . ry m inute, and to do this the bcH 
they are attached to would have to travel 81 j feet 
per m inute. This, then, would give 88"» 95 gallons 
per m inute, or in one hour 53,157 gallons, or 
in *24 hours 1,275,708 gallons for the one pump,

half of the lowest estim ate claimed for them , and, 
m ind you, this allowing the boxes come up full ev­ 
ery time, and not allowing anything for the slippage 
of the water or for the slippage of the belt.

W hat we claim is th at they 
have been very much ,overrated, and th at after al­ 
lowing them everything they are capable of doing, 
and taking nothing away from them , they on y then 
throw one-half o 1 the lo\*e t estim ate claimed for 
them . 
We hope wc will not be compelled to refer 
to this subject of pum p capacity again. 
IN VIEW OF THE DIVERSITY OF OPINION 
Upon this pump question, the following 
measurement, and computations were yester­ 
day made by Messrs. VVm. H. Hamilton, G. 
A. Stoddard and F. L. Bassett, and obtained 
for publication upon the subject, and which 
is stated by them to be below, rather than 
above, the actual figures : 
By invitition and special request we visited and 
examined the pumps now being operated by Carle & 
Croly, at Sixth and Y strecte, vesterday afternoon. 
Fur the benefit of parties concerned, we give the 
following figures as the result of actual measure­ 
m ents and computations of the am ount of water now 
being pumped at th at p o in t: 
There are eight China pum ps, and what is called 
the Norton pump, now being used. 
The China 
pumps are the most complete pumps of th at class 
ever erected in this vicinity. They are operated by 
two portable engines, having ample power for giv­ 
ing them the proper am ount of speed. 
The construction is simply floats (or buckets), 
made fast to an endless belt running over drum 
cylinders operated by the engines. 
These drum s 
are thirty-six inches in diam eter, and maké an 
average of eighteen revolutions per m inute, which 
would give the floats a speed of 169 feet per m inute. 
These floats are seven and one-half inches deep by 
thirty indies long, which gives them an area of 225 
square inches. 
A stream of th at size, at the velocity of lti9 feet 
per m inute, w ithout allowing any loss for slippage, 
would raise and discharge 1,975 gallons per minute, 
or for twenty-four hours, 2,844,000 gallons for one 
pump, making a total for the eight of 22,752,000 for 
each 24 hours. 
Making allowance for all loss and reducing the 
speed to 150 fee1 per m inute,and calling the buckets 
but 7 inches by 30 inches, which we think is ample 
deduction, the discharge would then am ount to 
1,630 gallons per m inute, m aking for 24 hours 
2,355,840 gallons for one pum p, or for the eight a 
total of 18,846,720 gallons. 
In addition to this the 
Norton pum p is discharging above 2,000,000 gallons 
per 24 hours; thus making the discharge from the 
city, beyond a doubt, in excess of 20,000,000 gallons 
per day. 
From the above dimensions the calculations can 
be made by any one who will take the time. 
An exam ination was also made for the purpose of 
determ ining approxim ately the am ount of w ater 
passing out a t the opening* made through the levee. 
By a simple calculation we find that with the aver­ 
age amount of fall th at there has been for »he past 
week, the discharge per day has amounted to about 
2,000,000 gallons.

This makes the amount discharged daily 
greater than has been stated at any time in 
the R e c o r d-U n io n 
It will be noticed that 
the difference a-.rived at bv the above state­ 
ments is principally due to the rate of velocity 
upon which the two computations are based. 
In the first case it is estimated to be 81J feet 
per minute, when from actual measurement 
made yesttrday it is found to be 109 feet per 
minute. 
THE NORTON PROPELLER PUMP, 
Brought here from Stockton by the proprie­ 
tors of the patent, and which is run by one of 
the engines, which is also carrying four of the 
Chinese pumps, is doing most satisfactory 
work. The pump, which is new in this sec­ 
tion, consists ot a tube or cylinder of any de­ 
sired diameter, the one here in use being of 
twelve-inch inside diameter, made of cast iron 
which is about one-half of an inch in thick­ 
ness. 
The cylinder stands upright from the 
water, and tne lower end is submerged nine 
inches or more. The water is raised or 
pumped by means of a vertical shaft, with a 
propeller screw which closely fills the cylinder. 
The inventors found that by making this 
screw extend the length of the cylinder ^the 
centrifugal force kept the water thrown in a 
uniform thickness around the inside, and a 
large circular open space was maintained in 
the center not occupied by water. To over­ 
come this and make the stream discharged of 
the full size and volume of the diameter of 
the cylinder, the propeller screw is cut into 
sections of nine inches in length and each al­ 
ternate space of nine inches is occupied by a 
stationary partition of sheet iron one-eighth 
inch in thickness extending through the di­ 
ameter of the cylinder and fastened at the 
sides, the driving shaft ef the screw passing 
through a longitudinal enlargement in the 
center. These partitions thus placed at each 
alternate section of nine inches keeps the 
water 
uniform 
in 
the 
cylinder from 
circumference to center, and thus a stream 
the size of the opening is obtained. The 
turning of the shaft to which these sections 
of screws are attached thus raises the water 
to the top of the cylinder, when it is dis­ 
charged into a chute. The pump is connected 
with the.engine or power by means of a belt 
upon a pulley at the top of the vertical shaft 
or at the side of this by a pulley attached wish 
mitered groving. The lower bearing of the 
shaft is held in position by a lignum-vit *» 
box, and the top bearing is constantly sup­ 


plied with oil from a little automatic lubri­ 
cator, which is operated by a worm cut upon 
the top of the main shaft.

If you 
carefully look at the flame of a candle 
burning steadily you will see that the flame 
consists of 
three parts : 
1. A blue, 
scarcely visible outer zone or mantle, and 
where the combustion is completed. 
2. 
An inner bright or luminous, where soot is 
separated out and the light is given off, 
and w here the combustion is incomplete. 
3. A black cone in the inside, consisting of 
the unbum t gas given off by the wick. 
The candle is in fact a small gas works ; 
the wax or tallow is the material which is 
distilled, the wick is the retort where the 
distillation goes on, and higher up and out­ 
side of this the gas burns. 
You can show 
this black cone consists of unburut gas by 
taking a small, bent piece of glass tube 
and putting the end into the black center 
of the flame ; the unburnt gases will pass 
up the tube and may be lighted at the 
other end._________

DOMESTIC ECONOMY AND HOME DECORA­ 
TION ¿ND FURBISHING. 


The Parlor, Kitchen, Store-room, Studio, 
Library, Nursery, Sewing-room, 
Garden and Poultry Yard. 


How to Begin Furnishing. 
To achieve harmony in furnishing a room, 
the utm ost care must be used ; even the 
most experienced oruamentists have to give 
much thought in order to produce in form 
and color th at sense of repose without 
which no arrangement can be truly artistic. 
Dr. Dresser gives some practical directions 
how to proceed to attain this result. 
Fix 
on one thing first, he says ; and the best 
thing to fix on, as the starting point, is 
that which it is most difficult to obtain in 
a number of good colorings—say the win­ 
dow hangings. 
These being fixed upon, 
the key-note of our composition is struck ; 
now, with the hangings before you, and 
even resting 
on 
the 
carpet, consider 
whether the two not only look fairly well 
together, but whether or not they actually 
improve each other. 
Do not be afraid of 
placing two or three strips of carpet to­ 
gether before you settle ; for the nearer 
the mass of color comes to that which \t ill 
be seen upon the floor, as you have the 
whole curtains before you, the better. Try 
carpet after carpet till you get the right 
one ; but if blue prevails in the hangings 
it need not, therefore, predominate in the 
carpet ; indeed, it is not necessary that 
there be any blue in the carpet at afl, for 
we are seeking to produce a harmony and 
not to get a monotone effect. 
Having the 
hangings and the carpet arranged, the color 
of the wall may be considered, for this can 
readily be made of any required ti n t; next 
settle on the treatm ent of the ceiling, for 
it must not remain white if all the parts of 
the room are to make one concordant whole, 
and go on this way throughout, remember­ 
ing that nothing can be brought into the 
room as a part of its furniture or decora­ 
tion which is too insignificant for careful 
consideration. 
As in choosing the first 
article of furniture for a room the key is 
struck for the entire decorative scheme, 
the first article selected (continues the 
writer) must be chosen with due regard 
to the requirements of the case. 
If a 
room looks out upon a lawn or noble trees, 
it is wrong to give to it a green tone, for 
by so doing the lawn and the trees will 
never appear to have th at freshness which 
they otherwise hear, and they, in their 
turn, will react upon the room so as to de­ 
stroy its pleasant effect. 
If the room lias 
a cold aspect, “ w arm ” colors should be 
used in its furnishing; and if it be much 
exposed to sunlight, then its treatm ent 
should be “ cool.” 
Thus the first article 
for the room must be selected with due re­ 
gard to all such considerations as these.

Household Receipts. 
P la in P a s try .—In making pastry of 
any kind, it should always be borne in 
mind that the le=s it is handled the lighter 
it will be, and th at a light glass rolling-pin 
is far superior to a wooden one. 
If such a 
utensil is not at hand, a clean brandy 
bottle makes a good substitute. 
Another 
rule should be followed w ith regard to 
pastry—always to make it, if possible, in 
a cool place, and there to leave it, if not to 
he consigned to the oven at once. 
For or­ 
dinary crust, such as for pies and pud­ 
dings, it is sifiicient to allow six ounces, 
or, if wanted richer, half a pound of beef 
drippings to a poui d of fl air, which 
should 
be well dried, 
as oue great 
cause of heaviness is th at damp flour is 
so often used. 
Put in a pinch of salt 
and the dripping, and rub between the 
hands, lightly, but thoroughly, till well 
mixed ; stir in enough cold water to form 
a tolerably stiff paste ; well flour your 
board and roll to the desired thickness. 
For finer pastry, well dry the flour, sift it, 
and add to one pound six ounces of drip­ 
ping ; rub in and mix as before, then roll 
out thin and lay oil it in small pieces (n e v e r 
press with a knife) six ounces more drip­ 
ping, or, if wanted very rich, ten ounces ; 
that is, pound to pound. 
S p r in k le a little 
flour, double it up and roll o u t; repeat 
this two or three times, then set it by lor 
an hour or two iu a cool place before using. 
Half a pound of well sifted loaf sugar 
added to this pastry renders it delicious 
for such sweets as jam sandwiches or 
ladies' fingers. 
O range M arm alade.—Choose medium­ 
sized, juicy oranges. 
Slice a dozen of 
them as thinly as possible, aud also three 
small, fair-skinned lemons. 
Don’t try to 
take the slices clear across the fru it; it is 
better to have them in smaller pieces, and 
be careful to take out every seed. 
Put the 
fruit iuto the earthen bowl and cover it 
with cold water. 
Let stand twelve hours, 
then boil together until the orange skins 
are tender, after 
which add as many 
pounds of granulated sugar as there were 
of fruit at first. 
Boil until the rinds look 
clear, and the mixture thickens when a 
little of it is cooled. 
P ut it into small 
earthen or glass jars ; when cool, press 
braudied paper close to the marmalade and 
paste paper dipped in the white of an egg 
over the top of the iar. 
To M ake Good V in eo a r.—Same one 
asks the Phrenological Journal why it is so 
difficult to get good cider vinegar nowa­ 
days. 
The editor replies as follows : “ The 
main reason is that genuine cider vinegar 
can’t he made in a hurry. A good article of 
cider will be two or three years in becom­ 
ing vinegar, unless kept at a high tem per­ 
ature, when a few months may suffice. 
The larger portion of that sold as cider 
vinegar is as innocent of apple juice as 
possible. 
Better not use the sour stuff 
anyway ; but eat fruit, which will supply 
a form of acid more suitable to your 
stomach.” 
A pples in J e lly . — Pare and core small­ 
sized apples w ithout cutting open ; theD 
put them, with some lemons, in water to 
cover; let boil slowly until tender, and 
take out carefully w ithout breaking. Make 
a syrup of halt a pound of white sugar to 
one pound of apples : cut lemons in slices, | 
and put them and the apples into syrup ; : 
boil vtry slowly until the.apples are clear : ; 
take them out in a deep glass dish : put 
to the syrup one ounce of isiuglass dis­ 
solved ; let it boil up, lay a slice of lemon 
on each apple and strain the syrup over 
them. 
Sauce for V enison Steak.—Put one 
cup of stock, small teaspoonful of salt, 
half a teaspoonful of pepper, and a very 
little cayenDe, two or three cloves, and a 
few allspice in a saucepan : let all boil up, 
then stir in a piece of butter half the size of 
an egg, in which a teaspoonful of flour has 
been well mixed ; one teaspoonful of cur­ 
rant jelly, one wineglassful of claret : heat 
it once more, pour it through a strainer so 
as not to remove the whole spice. 
Beef H eart.—W ash it carefully, and 
stuff it nicely ; roast or bake it, and serve 
with gravy, which should be thickened 
with some of the stuffing. 
It is very nice 
hashed, with a little port wine added. 
D e lic io u s G ra h a m M u f f in s .— A d d two 
beaten eggs to one pint of milk ; stir in 
two cups of Graham flour and one teaspoon 
of baking powder. 
Bake in a quick oven 
fifteen minutes. 
These are made very 
quickly.

ODD CONCEALMENTS. 


How Some Wonderful Escapes were Ac­ 
complished. 
Odd methods of concealment were by no 
means uncommon in old days when men 
were imprisoned for years at a time, living 
under guard in some castle with pretty 
much the same freedom they would have 
enjoyed in their own house, barring the 
liberty of going out when they wanted to. 
The little Duke of Normandy, who, after 
the assassination of his father, \ \ illiam 
Lougswood, in the tenth century, was con­ 
fined at Laon by Louis d’Outre-mer, who 
had fixed his eyes on the throne, was 
carried out in a bundle of grass by his 
faithful steward, Osmond. 
The feat re­ 
cently performed by a couple of prisoners on 
Blackwell’s Island by concealing themselves 
in dungheaps is no new one. 
More than 
one captive in feudal times was joined to 
liberty buried a load of manure. 
There 
was an old German warrior in the time of 
Maxmilian, who is said to have made his 
escape from the castle in which he was 
confined hidden in the carcass of a horse 
which had died in the stabies, and from 
which he iiad removed the bowels to make 
room for himself. 
An Italian captive is 
told of who in the fourteenth century was 
taken from the prison house, and buried in 
the church vault iu the eolliu of the castle 
priest, whose corpse he had found an op­ 
portunity 
to 
remove 
and 
conceal 
under his bed, where it was not dis­ 
covered until it began to develop a decided­ 
ly gamy flavor. The Marquis deMonteforio, 
a State prisoner at Cadiz, iu the sixteenth 
ceuutry, became a State fugitive by stow­ 
ing himself away in an empty wine cask. 
Disguises have from time immemorial been 
favorite means of escape. 
Jame3 V. freed 
himself from the power of the Douglases 
in the make-up of a stable-boy, and Mary 
Stuart’s first attem pt to get away from 
Lochleveu castle was in the dress of a 
laundry girl. 
When Flora MacDonald as­ 
sisted Charles Edward, the pretender, to 
escape after the battle of Culloden, she 
disguised him as a servant-girl and chris­ 
tened him Betty Burke. 
Count Lavalette 
escaped from the Conciergerie in 1S15 on 
the Sharkey plan in a dress of his wife’s. 
One of the most remarkable rescues on 
record was that of the Earl of Nithsdale, 
who, on the night before the day set for his 
execution was gotten out of the Tower of 
London by bis wife. 
Nithsdale was under 
sentence for complicity in the rebellion of 
1715. 
Lady Nitnsdale had thrown herself 
at the feet of George II., imploring mercy, 
but the King had refused to listen to her. 
She obtained permission to bid her hus­ 
band adieu on the night before his execu­ 
tion, and went to the tower with tw’o 
women, who were in her confidence. 
One 
had on two suits of outer garments ; and 
after leaving a suit in the Earl’s chamber 
she immediately quitted the prison. 
The 
second gave the Earl her clothes and put 
on those which the first had just taken 
off. 
W rapped in a long cloak, and with a 
handkerchief to his eyes, the prisoner then 
passed through the sentinels, and took 
ship for Fiance. 
Lady Nithsdale remained 
behind in her husband’s stead, but she 
eoon regained her liberty. 
The escape of Grotius, the historian, 
from the eastle of Louvenstein was an 
original one. 
Involved in the ruin of his 
friend John of Barnevelt, Grotius, in Kill), 
when only 30 years old, was condemned to 
perpetual imprisonment. 
He was allowed 
to borrow books from his friends, aud when 
they were returned they went away in a 
chest along with his linen for the wash. 
Toward the end of the second year, when 
the guards had ceased to bother about ex­ 
amining the box as it came and went, 
Madame Grotius contrived to have her 
husband conceal himself in this convenient 
casket, and he was carried to freedom by 
some of the very soldiers set to guard him 
so jealously.

But nevertheless Troy was to remain 
impregnable so long as it retained’the Pal­ 
ladium, which had been given by Zens to 
the founder of the city. Hus. 
Ulysses, 
however, having disguised his person with 
miserable clothes and self-inflicted wounds, 
introduced himself into the city, and found 
means to carry away the Palladium by 
stealth. 
He 
was recognized 
only by 
Helen, who concerted with him meau3 for 
the capture of the town. 
A final strate- 
gem was resorted to. 
A t the suggestion 
of Athene, Epeiu3 aüd Panopeus 
con­ 
structed a hollow wooden horse, capacious 
enough to contain a hundred men. 
In this 
horse the most eminent of Greek heroes 
concealed themselves, while the whole 
Greek 
army, 
having 
burnt 
their 
tents and 
pretended 
to give up the 
siege, sailed away with their ships, which 
they anchored behind Tenedos. Overjoyed 
to see themselves finally relieved, the Tro­ 
jans issued from the city and wondered at 
the stupendous horse, on which was w rit­ 
ten that it was dedicated to Athene by the 
departing Greeks. 
They were long at a 
loss what to do with i t : and the anxious 
heroes from within heard their consulta­ 
tions, as well as the voice of Helen, when 
she pronounced the name of each hero, 
counterfeiting the accent of his wife’s voice. 
Some desired to bring it into the city and 
to dedicate it to the gods : others advised 
distrust of the enemy’s legacy. 
Laocoon, 
the priest of Poseidon, came with his two 
sons, and, in his indignation, thrust his 
spear against the horse. The sound revealed 
that the horse was hollow ; but at the 
same moment Laocoon and one of his sons 
perished miserably, two monstrous ser­ 
pents having been sent by Here out of the 
sea to destroy them. 
The Trojans, terri­ 
fied by this spectacle, and persuaded by 
the perfidious counsels 
of 
the traitor 
Sinon—who had been expressly left behind 
by the Greeks to give them false informa­ 
tion—were induced to drag the fatal fabric 
into their city ; and, as the gate was not 
broad enough to admit it, they even made 
a breach in their own wall. Thus the horse 
was introduced into the Acropolis, and 
placed in the Agora before Priam’s palace. 
But even now opinions were divided ; many 
demimting th at the horse should be cut iu 
pieces, others advising th at it should be 
dragged to the highest point of the Acrop­ 
olis, and thrown thence on the rocks below. 
The strongest party, however, insisted on it3 
being dedicated to the gods, a9 a token of 
gratitude for tiieir deliverance. 
After 
sunset the Greek fleet returned to the 
shore of the Plain of Troy, and awaited 
the preconcerted signal. 
While the Tro­ 
jans indulged in riotous festivities, Sinon 
kindled the fire-signal and assisted the 
concealed heroes to open the secret door 
in the horse's belly, out of which they 
descended. The city was now assailed from 
within and without, and was completely 
sacked and destroyed, nearly the whole 
population being slain. 
Priam, who had 
vainly sought refuge at the altar Zeus 
Herkeios, was killed by Neoptolemus. His 
son Deiphobus, who, alter the death of his 
brother Paris, had become the husband of 
Helen, 
was attacked 
by Ulysses 
and 
Menelaus ; he defended his house desper­ 
ately, but was finally overcome and slain. 
Thus Menelaus at length won back his 
wife.—[From Dr. Schlieman’s Ilios. 


Land Company For. Ire la n d .— A “ pre­ 
liminary prospectus, for private circulation 
only,” which has been largely distributed 
through England, has excited some sensa­ 
tion. 
Tne title is, “ Proposed Land Com­ 
pany for Ireland.” 
The capital is ten mill­ 
ions sterling, and is being formed by a pow­ 
erful syndicate of capitalists of London, 
Paris and New York, for the purpose of 
acquiring property in the south and west 
of Ireland, to be worked on the gigantic 
scale which is declared to have “ succeeded 
so well on the enormous estates of the rail­ 
way monopolists in western America.” 
The managers are to be colonial, the ma­ 
chinists Scotchmen, and the laborers W elsh­ 
men, as they are “ cheap, industrious and 
sober.” The produce is to be taken to 
English markets. 
A dividend of from 10 
20 per cent, is looked for.

without any definite directions as to the 
employment of the money or the nature of 
the institution in question. 
The other rel­ 
atives of Mme. Thiers have nothing, not 
even General Charlemagne. 
Mile. Louise Michel, the recently ex­ 
patriated but now pardoned Communist, 
is described as not well favored. 
In the 
prime of age she has the wornout features 
of an old woman. 
Her cheek bones are 
high, her jaw is heavy and underhung ; 
she has an unpicturesque mass oí tangled 
hair ; and there is no beauty in her eyes, 
which are small aud fiery. 
Then Mile. 
Michel’s voice is harsh and loud. 
She 
speaks fluently, but it is not agreeable to 
listen 'to her, betting aside the matter 
of her discourse. 
She is editor of a 
newspaper called I.a Revolution Rocíale, 
which appears to pay. 
The social reforms 
it advocates are the reduction of m atri­ 
monial obligations to a minimum by ena­ 
bling husbands and wives to get divorced 
whenever them may please, the political 
equality of the sexes aud the suppression 
of all religions. 


INGENIOUS 
ESCAPE. 


An account of a very ingenious escape 
come3from Michigan. 
As Peter Mulvany, 
a wealthy farmer of Marengo, was crossing 
the Kalamazoo river at that place on one 
of the cold days, he stepped into an air­ 
hole that was concealed by a thin crust of 
ice in the middle of the channel, where 
there is a depth of several feet and quite 
a current. 
He fell on his chest with his 
arms extended on the ice in front, which

It was his only 
hope and he resolved to take the chances. 
By carefully bringing his right hand back 
by his side he succeeded in wetting the 
mitten on that hand, and then extending 
it ahead as far as he could reach, held it 
until the mitten was firmly fastened to the 
iee ; he then withdrew the hand and seized 
•t and thus had a firm support. He served 
the mitten on the other hand in the same 
way and thus became master of the situa­ 
tion and readily pulled himself out of his 
perilous position. 


HOW A NIHILIST PRISONER ESCAPED. 


A Nihilist prisoner, who was recently 
being conveyed from Kioff to Odessa to 
undergo trial by court-martial, contrived 
to communicate w ith two lady friends and 
to arrange a plan of escape.

reached the station of Yinitsa, the guard 
went to the door to examine the sleepers’ 
tickets. 
Touching the prisoner by the 
coat sleeve, the prisoner was surprised to 
find him only a garment, slightly sustained 
by an inside wrap, to represent a person 
sunk in slumber. 
Alarmed, he shook the 
dragged gendarmes until he got them both 
awake. T he prisoner had slipped his chains 
and his Traveling coat and hat, and disap­ 
peared from the scene with his two confed­ 
erates.

It has not grown as other American 
cities grow ; its progress has been tardy. 
This yeanling of towns, so carefully fos­ 
tered on the banks of the Potomac, has not 
availed itself to any great extent of that 
popular method of improvement so suc­ 
cessfully adopted by Chicago and Boston— 
the method of burning ; and its increase 
has been more a reflection of the extend­ 
ing magnitude of other centers than a 
spontaneous movement. 
More and more 
the custom has grown among the rich or 
energetic and inquiring inhabitants 
of 
other places of going to the Capital to see 
what it ‘is like ; many of them have been 
so fascinated that they have stayed ; and 
now Washington may fairly be called the 
winter end of New York, as Newport is 
the summer extension of the metropolis. 
Add to the exotic population the enlarged 
ranks 
of 
public 
officials and 
clerks, 
the 
growing 
circle of 
scientific anil 
literary 
people, 
who 
from 
choice 
or 
Government connection have been led to 
make their homes there, together with the 
needful contingent of small traders who 
supply the daily wants of these elements, 
and you have a general classification of the 
100.000 heads counted by the new census. 
A city without a commerce and without 
suburbs—drive a mile or two in any direc­ 
tion aud you find yourself in the midst of 
woods set but spar=ely with houses or 
cabins, and with only the great pillared 
dome, like a shining cloud in the air, to 
remind you of the human mass so near— 
W ashington nevertheless wears distinctly 
the appearance of a capital which has risen 
to the emergency. 
It has this special 
charm to commend it above other places, 
th at while Boston and San Francisco and 
Cincinnati and New York, despite their 
numerous points of other than commercial 
interest, are work a day towns, the “ maid­ 
en capital ” shows a gayer disposition, and 
devotes itself largely to social pleasures. 


Losses 
on tiie T urf.—The Duke of 
W estminster, the owner of Bend Or, the 
winner of the last Derby, has not been for­ 
tunate on the turf. 
For while the gain of 
£6,000 or £7,000 by th at race was but a 
bagatelle for the owner of Belgravia, he has 
been incurring a heavy loss for years, and 
it is not too much to say th at his stud has 
cost him £30,000 a year since he began 
breeding by giving £15,000 for Doncaster. 
The Derby with Bend Gr was not followed 
by any other triumph, and now he leaves 
the turf in sadness over the Duchess’ 
death. 
Bend Or, thongfi it is not publicly 
announced, has been sold to Lord Aling- 
ton within the last fortnight.

Tin- Allautir anil Farilli' Railroad and 
its Connection». 
C hicago, February 18th. — The Boston 
Journal saya that Thomas McKerson is 
Treasurer of the California Southern- Kail­ 
way, which has been organized by parties 
largely interested in the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad, to build a standard-gauge road and 
telegraph line to San Diego, to connect with 
the Atlantic and Pacific in California. Thi< 
company to-day issued circulars offering six 
per cent, bonds at the rate of S23.000 per 
mile of constructed road, running forty years, 
aDd in connection therewith 82,088,000 of 
first-mortgage bonds to cover the cost of con­ 
struction of the first 110 miles. There 
are reserved bonds at the rate of 87,000 
per mile, and an amount of capital 
stock e.pial to 87.000 per mile will also re­ 
main unsubscribed for, which is to be 
used in paying the interest on the bonds iu 
case of deficits in the earnings during the con­ 
struction. The circular also announces that 
the citizens of San Diego have given the 
company 200 acres of land for terminal facili­ 
ties, and also city.hlocks, and that the San 
Diego Land aud Town Company has been 
formed with a capital of 81,500,000. Bach 
subscriber fif $1.1O0 will receive ten shares of 
a par value of 8100 each of capital stock of 
the California Southern Kailroad Company, 
81,000 iu said bonds in the same company 
and one share of the capital stock of the 
San Diego Land and Town Company, 
promptly delivered, and also two additional 
shares of the last-named stock when the same 
shall be received by the railroad company in 
exchange for that part of its land subsidies 
now held in trust for its benefit. 
Tin- «Morin in the Norlli w esl. 
C hicago, February 18th.—Thesuow which 
began last e vening, continued all night at a 
very even rate, and at 6 o’clock this morning 
there were seven tuches on the ground iu the 
city. The Signal Service reports show that 
the storm commenced in northern Texas, 
where there was a heavy rain, and traveled 
northward rapidly. At Indianapolis the rain­ 
fall was .85 of an inch. At this point, reduc­ 
ing the snow to water, the fall was (¡7 of an 
inch. The snow in Illinois, as far west as 
Mendota, was seven to eight inches deep. 
Westward from there to the Mississippi, it 
was gradually increased to fifteen inches. In 
Iowa the fall was less. There has been great 
delay on the railroads. Many freight trains 
have beeu abandoned, and all were greatly 
delayed. On the Lake Shore, Michigan Cen­ 
tral,'and Baltimore and Ohio the delay on 
mail and passenger trains is from two to ten 
hours. The other Eastern lines are mere 
nearly on time, the Pittsburgh and Fort 
Wayne being notably prompt. Of the West­ 
ern trains none are on time, but they are ac­ 
tively working to clear the tracks, and hope 
to have an open track to-night. 
Denial ol' t lie Existence of a Japan 
Current, 
New York, February 18th.—The Herald 
prints a letter from W. II. ] )all, of the Coast 
Survey, who says that he has reasonable 
grounds for believing that the Kuro Siwa 
current does not pass through Behring Strait; 
also that it does not enter Behring Sea, and 
that tli9 popular notion about the existence 
of a warm current passing from Japan to 
Behring Strait is unsupported by any ob­ 
served facts by our observations in this strait. 
I should be disposed to hesitate in making 
this statement, but many hundreds of tem­ 
perature observations covering nearly all 
parts of Behring Sea have been taken in the 
past ten years by the party under my charge, 
and I have reasonable confidence that their 
discussion would amount to a practical dem­ 
onstration of the .views I have suggested in 
my report. 
The Herald says this announcement will be 
quite startling to geographers generally, and 
it sustained, will necessitate a recasting of all 
the geographical maps constructed by the 
ablest hydrographers of every nation, who, 
without exception, we believe, chart the Ja­ 
pan stream as passing from Japan toward 
Behring strait, if not thiough the strait. 
The Coming Pedestrian Coutrsl. 
N ew Y ork, February 18th.—Entries for 
the third contest for the O’Leary belt will 
close to-morrow night, unless the holder and 
first challenger agree to extend the time to 
allow K iweil to enter. 
The paid entries 
thus far number fifteen. Among them are 
Hart, the American champion and holder ; 
Owen McCarthy, the English runner; Fred 
Krohne, John Ennis (the challenger), D. 
Scanlan, D. llamvaker, John C. Mulgrew, 
Thomas Golden, Michael Tymon, Pierce 
Kyan (champion of the Pacific slope), and 
several unknown. One of these, it Í3 hinted, 
is the English champion. Rowell came here 
for the race, 
and is in a very pe­ 
culiar position. 
The four-cornered con­ 
test between Knwell and an unkuown 
and O’Leary and Vaughn is ventilated as a 
farce and speculation to obtain American 
gold. Rowell says he does not wish to be con­ 
sidered a party if the race is not honest.

The Funding BUI. 
W a sh in g to n, February lS;h.—The fund­ 
ing bill as passed by the Senate con* urns so 
closely to the action of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives that there is some talk of concur­ 
rence by that body in the Senate amendments 
witfflmt sending it, as usual, to a committee 
of conference. The only amendments of any 
consequence are those which make the bonds 
absolutely payable in twenty years instead 
of ten, and increase the allowance for ex­ 
penses from one-quarter to one-half per cent.

Tlie A|»porlioniui-nl Question—Caucus or 
Republicans. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 18th.—A t the 
caucus of Republican members this evening 
to discuss the apportionment question and 
come to some understanding about the policy 
to be pursued in reference to the Cox appor­ 
tionment bill, a general discussion of the 
question was indulged in. Representative 
Sherwin reviewed the tables prepared by the 
Census Office, showing the gains and losses in 
different States under such successive iucrease 
from 293 (present number) up to 322. It was 
developed that a majority was secured to fa­ 
vor 319 as the most equitable number. Sev­ 
eral New England members, who believed 
the House already sufficiently large, hold 
that 307 was perhaps as nearly fair in the wav 
of a compromise as any number, while 
several Western members strongly favored 322. 
Representative Anderson of Kansas claimed 
that the present representation was unfair to 
the West, and he should insist upon that 
number which, if any advantage was to be 
gained, would give it to the North rather than 
to the South. At 322, Kansas, Iowa and 
Minnesota w-mld each gain one Representa­ 
tive, and as Western men, loi.kiug to th9 in­ 
terests of the West, their twenty Representa­ 
tives would insist upon, this number as against 
any other. Representative Kiefer favored

The I'liincse Treaties—Unsuccessful At- 
Irniltl lo Rrarli Them. 
W a sh in g to n, February 18th.—Iu the Sen­ 
ate, about 3 o’clock this afternoon, shortly 
after the passage of the funding bill, Mr. 
Eaton obtained the floor and said there was 
important business for an executive session— 
important for the honor of more than one 
nation. 
“ We are approaching,” said he, 
“ the end of the session, and this is business 
which ought to be taken up. As Chairman 
of the committee having that matter in charge, 
I feel bound to ask at this time for an execu­ 
tive session, for the purpose of considering 
what I cannot now more definitely char­ 
acterize as a very important public matter, 
which under the rules of the Senate requires 
consideration with closed doors.”

C hicago, February 18th.—The Tribune's 
New York correspondent has talked with a 
stalwart Republican respecting Conkling’s 
visit to Mentor, and he said, incidentally :

At the close of the 
Laprode murder trial at Springfield, to-night, 
a mob rushed into the Court-room, took the 
five murderers to the veranda of the second 
story of the Court-house, and it is ’houeht 
have hanged them. Attorney-General Bell 
tried to stop them at the door of the Court­ 
room, but in vain. One hundred shots were 
fired during the excitement. Judge Stark 
had just charged the jury when the mob took 


out the prisoners, with whom the Sheriff was 
about to start to the jail.

IOKKIIA SEWS. 
Capture of Lima 
Further Particulars. 
N ew Y ork, February 18th.—The Evening 
Post has a letter from Lima, Peru, February 
5th, describing the capture of that city. The 
correspondent declares that it was accom­ 
plished by treachery. He t ays it seems to be 
universally conceded that at the termination 
of the battle of Miradores the Peruvians 
held the advantage, and might, by one more 
determined atnl prompt effort, have made 
themselves masters of the situation. En­ 
couraging and congratulatory dispatches 
came from the front, bulletins announcing a 
Peruvian victory were put up by the press, 
fireworks were prepared, and the streets of 
Lima and Callao were filled by jubi­ 
lant and excited crowds. 
Pierrola. it 
is 
reported, 
had 
passed 
four 
days 
and nights almost constantly in the saddle, 
and overcome by exhaustion was placed upon 
a stretcher iu the field, when he was instantly 
plunge 1 into a profound sleep. The troops, it 
is sard, had been all day without food or 
water. At this critical moment, while their 
chief was unconscious, the superior officers 
disbanded their forces, and assuring them 
that the Chilean hordes would soon be swarm­ 
ing through Lima and Callao, robbing, pil­ 
laging and devastating, advised them to 
anticipated the Chileans and help themselves 
to whatever they wanted. In Callao and 
Lima the troop--, led by Peruvian officers, 
commenced by sacking the Chinese quarters. 
Perhaps thirty Chinese were killed in Callao. 
In Lima some hundreds of Chinese were sac­ 
rificed. The superior officers of the Peruvian 
army and navy weie seen inciting the mob. 
Later on struggles from the front began to 
arrive in Lima and Callao, and their doleful 
reports were ciroulated. As if by magic the 
bulletins and tirewurks were suppressed, and 
instead instant preparations were made for 
destroying the forts and shiypiiig. All the 
morning of the 16th armed soloiers continued 
to pour into Lima and Callao, but they 
passed in profound quiet and gloom, without 
an indication of what was to follow, except 
the forming of many groups of soldiers, negroes 
and Indians in the suburbsof the cities, and the 
suspicions quiet with which they seemed to 
be dismissing the recent events. About 10 
o’clock at night the work of pillage began, 
Doors were smashed in, and booh the streets 
swarmed with men, women and children, 
laden with huge bundles of every class of ob­ 
jects that could be imagined. The attack was 
opened on the stores of the Chinese, and these 
furnished huge quantities of tire-crackers. 
bombs and cheap fireworks, the popping and 
banging of which added to the uproar and 
confusion. Toward morning the scene was 
rendered more frightful by the glare of burning 
ships, all of which had been tired, and the 
frequent explosion of dynamite, which had 
been placed under every gun which de­ 
fended the forts. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
No sooner did the rioters get a taste of 
pillage, excited perhaps by iiquor, than they 
systematically began sacking all the stores 
and houses on a level with the street, without 
regard to nationality. In Callao perhaps 
thirty Chinese were killed. As most of ihem 
were killed upon the outskirts of the town 
and upon the open pampas, it is probable 
that they were pursued and murdered simply 
for the pleasure of killing. 
In Lima the mob was greater, and the riot 
began at an earlier hour. Some hundreds of 
Chinese were sacrificed. Not only dots it 
appear that the rioters were incited to and 
encouraged iu these horrible barbarities by 
the superior officers of the Peruvian army 
and navy, but many detachments or squads 
of rioters were led by Peruvian officers, who 
participated in the plunder. 
At noon on the 17th the riot suddenly 
ceased. A number of foreign residents, 
many of them owners of stores which had 
been pillaged, hastily organized themselves 
as an “ Urban Guard” and sallied forth 
upon the mob. The news of this seemed to 
spread like lightning through the city, and 
simultaneously and at one moment the rioters 
disappeared as if swallowed by the earth. 
The guard was soon adequately armed with 
abandoned rifles, and undertook a systematic 
march upon the quarter inhabited by tbe 
poorer people, and much stolen property was 
recovered. The men, influenced by their 
losses and perhaps by other stimulants, of 
which there was no iack, did not perform 
their self-imposed duties with negligence or 
undue gentleness, and in the morning follow­ 
ing many "corners were encumbered with 
swarthy corpses. In fact, several of the 
guard fell victims to their zeal. As in Lima 
the rioters were much mete numerous and 


the area of operations greater, the resistance 
to the Urban Guards was much more seri­ 
ous, and it is said that more than 500 rioters 
were killed. House of t'ommons. 
London, February 18th.’—In tbe House of 
Commons to-day the first clause of the pro­ 
tection bill pas-ed by 32 to 44. 
Northcote arose amidst Conservative cheers, 
and said that many of his party, although 
approving Gladstone’s motion, would be em­ 
barrassed by the new rules. 
The Speaker will reply at the next meeting. 
Consideration of the protection bill was re­ 
sumed iu committee. 
Playfair, Deputy 
Speaker, ruled a number of ameudmeuta in­ 
admissible, particularly the amendment by 
which each Home Ruler proposed to except 
his particular constituency from the opera­ 
tion of the Act. 
Parnell said he was followed by two de­ 
tectives in Paris, and if the Government de­ 
sired to arrest him under the bill of Lord 
Cowper, it had only to declare, on the report 
of those detectives, that he was reasonably 
suspected, without inf arming him how, when 
and where the suspicion arose. 
Dwyer Gray moved an amendment provid­ 
ing that no member of Parliament be impris­ 
oned during the sitting of Parliament with­ 
out the consent of the House. 
Gladstone denied that there was any 
ancient privilege of members with regard to 
criminal offeuses. He said it would be im- 
Dolitic and unconstitutional to make the 
House the judge of t.he grounds of suspicion 
against its members. 
Gray’s amendment was rejected. 
Gray moved that an amendment be inserted 
requiring that the arrest of any member be 
communicated to the House. 
The amendment to exclude women and 
children from the operations of the Act was 
rejected—24 to 49. 
Shan's Manifesto. 
LONDON, February 18:1: —The manifesto 
issued by William Shaw, Ilome Rule mem­ 
ber of Parliament for County Cork, is ad­ 
dressed to the Right Rev. John McCarthy, 
Catholic Bishop of Oloyne. It reviews the 
course pursued by the Irish Parliamentary 
party since he (Shaw) held leadership, and 
condemns the programme adopted by that 
partv, which, he declares, has been marked 
out for it across the Atlantic. Shaw con­ 
tinues : “ I can understand and respect a 
revolutionist, but 1 despise and condemn a 
mongrel that talks bluster by hints at physi­ 
cal force, and slinks away at the first hint 
of danger, and leaves the poor people he had 
fooled, helpless in the hands of the enraged 
ruling class of the Government.” 
I miseil row ers of Hie Bunk of Knglaml. 
L ondon, February 18th.—The Manchester 
Guardian, in discoursing on the Monetary 
Conference, says: A section in the Bunk of 
Eogland Charter Act provides that the Issue 
Department may emit notes upon silver to 
the extent of one-fourth of the amount of 
gold coin and bulli n held by that Depart­ 
ment. The practice for many years has fallen 
into desuetude. If, however, it is now en­ 
forced the bank might immediately buy over 
£6,000,000 worth of silver. It appears, there­ 
fore, that without joining the ranks of the 
bimetallist countries, we can render them 
very substantial help. \\ e do not say it 
would be wise to use the powers of the bank 
to its full extent, aud still less to do so all at 
once. The above section of the Act was in­ 
tended to rectify auy disproportion in the 
supply of the two metals. There is nothing 
improbable iu the supposition that the Gov­ 
ernment may see iu the present circumstances 
occasion for using the powers which have 
so lung been kept iu aheyance. 
Opposition to tlie Laml League. 
N ew Y ork, February 18th.—The Herald's 
Dublin special tays : The Orange Emergency 
Committee met to-day. After disposing of 
routine business they drew up a telegram 
which was dispatched to the Grand Master of 
Cauada, requesting the aid of the Orangemen 
and other Frotestants of the Dominion, to 
enable the committee to further oppose the 
Land League and aisist persecuted Frotest­ 
ants. 
Arrival ol Troops. 
C an da ha h, February 18th.—A division of 
tlie Ameer’s armv,consisting of four regiments 
of infantry and 1,000 cavalry, lias arrived at 
Gher.sini. The news caused a great sensa­ 
tion. 
V (ro-Glyccrlne Explosions. 
WINNIPEG, February 18th.—Two explo­ 
sions of nitro-glycerine occurred to-day in 
the Canadian Facific works at Rat Portage. 
The first blew up two men aud seriously in­ 
jured them. The second iustantly killed 
foreman O’Brien and fatally injured two 
laborers named Dernsier and Patterson, and 
badly hurt four or five others.

Some Vallejo gentlemen are about to 
send a man to Alaska to locate mines. 
Grant county, New Mexico, offers .$100 
per head for scalps of hostile Apaches. 
The Calistoejicin figures the wine product 
of Napa county to be 2,910,750 gallons. 
There are at present twenty-two build­ 
ings iu Astoria, Or., in course of erection. 
A large number of beaver and other fur- 
bearing animals have recently been trapped 
in Jackson county, Oregon. 
The staff' of surveyors from San Bernar­ 
dino on the Southern California Railroad 
are in the canyon, heading toward Temec­ 
ula. 
Forty-seven men and women, new arri­ 
vals from Switzerland, came to Sonoma 
valley last Wednesday to permanently lo­ 
cate there. 
Stone coal is now the main excitement in 
the region of Ten-Mile and Looking-Glass, 
Douglas county, Oregon. The impression 
is that the coal exists under most of tire 
hills of that region. 
Near Canyonville, Douglas county. Or., 
a 12-year-old boy was hunting and met two 
panthers. He wounded one, and was at­ 
tacked by the animal. Help arrived and 
both panthers were killed. 
After the late Hood, farmers along Bear 
creek, Jackson county, Oregon, were busy 
gathering np rails that had lodged in the 
willows. The rule is that all rails that are 
washed on a man’s land are considered to 
be his property*. 
The annual report of P. Evarts, the 
Superintendent of the Eureka aud Palisade 
Railroad, shows that during the year 1SS0 
the net profit was $248.232 94. The same 
official reports of the Ruby Hill Railroad 
that its net profit was $80,741 IS. 
The work of preparing the old broom 
factory a t South Vallejo tor a fish cannery 
is progressing. About §30,000 will be rep­ 
resented in the enterprise. About seventy 
hands will be employed, and the canning 
canacity will be 200 eases daily. Canning 
will begin in about a month. 
Hancock is the name bestowed on the 
new town in the copper district iu Mason 
Valley, Esmeralda county, Nev. 
The 
name was given last fail during the cam­ 
paign, when it was said it could produce 
more fights to the quart of whisky than 
any town of its size in the State. 
Iu the Art Loan Exhibition at Santa 
B rrbara there is a bone needle, a memento 
of the Indian woman of San Nicholas 
Island, who was rescued by Captain Ni- 
dever. When the tribe was removed to 
the mainland, by accident this woman was 
left behind, and for a long term of years 
she lived alone on the island. 
At Santa Fe, New Mexico, the other 
day, a new railroad company known as the 
Jemez Valley Hot Springs Railroad Com­ 
pany", was organized. 
This is the first 
company of the kind ever organized by 
citizens of the Territory. The road will 
run from Bernalillo to the famous Jemez 
Hot Springs, a distance of about thirty- 
miles. 
A number of citizens of Leadville, Col., 
have asked that the saloons, gaming 
houses, theaters and bagnios be closed on 
Sunday. 
The City Attorney was in­ 
structed to draw np an ordinance to that 
effect, including also the business houses. 
Tiie Merchants’ Protective Association 
have called a meeting to protest. 
At Clark Ranch, near Leadville, Co!., a 
miner named Gavin was recently, while in 
his cabin, buried under a snow-slide. The 
fire was out, and soon he was in darkness. 
He must escape, so he began to dig a tun­ 
nel. lie worked till his hands were be­ 
numbed and frozen. He worked thus for 
six days and escaped, but is not expected 
to live. 
The principal losses of cattle iu Wy­ 
oming, Colorado and Nebraska have beeu 
on the Laramie plains and along the line of 
the railroad toward the eaBt and on the 
south, and the severest have been on the 
ranges between the North aud South 
Platte rivers, east of Julesburg. In the 
sections mentioned 10 to 15 per cent, of 
the cattle have died, and in some Colorado 
herds the I obs has gone as high as 50 per 
cent.
